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Cement shortage puts halt to Dundee Road work

Construction on Dundee Road has been 


shut down Imlellnictly due (o n cement 
shortage, tints making It unlikely two 
lanes of the road will be paved by win- 
ter. 


Albert Sifrcr, project engineer for the 


Illinois Division of Highways, said late 
Friday, "We nre completely closed 
down. \Vc are asking our cement supplier 
fur special consideration so we can gel 
this project flnlihed." 


The project consists of widening ami 


paving Iii.OOO feet of Dundee Road be- 
tween Elmhunl Rood and III. Rtc. .VI. 
through Wheeling, Arlington Heights and 
Buffalo Grot c. 


Workmen began paving \ie"t 
from 


Elmliurst Road about 10 days ago, but 
work stopped last Tuesday when cement 
supplies ran out. So far workmen have 
only gotten to about Schocnbcck Road in 
Wheeling. 


Sifrcr said Friday he doubted whether 


two lanes of the road would be paved to 
Rtc. 33 by winter. "The situation is gel- 
ting worse. It doesn't look good at nil," 
he said. 


IN ADDITION TO the cement short- 


age, Sifrcr said workers probably will be 
faced with weather problems because of 
the time of year. Concrete cannot be 


poured he said when rain, snow or cold 
temperatures exist. 


Although unsure, Sifter said he is hope- 


ful additional supplies of cement may be- 
come available by Wednesday. Before 
paving ulll resume, at least 18 truck- 
loads of concrete must be supplied to the 
project,lie said. That much is needed, he 
said to justify calling crews back to 
work. 


Sifrcr also said state officials arc at- 


tempting to obtain cement from a varie- 
ty of suppliers. Providing an adequate 
supply can be obtained and the weather 
remains good, workers can pave about 
1,500 feet of road a day, he said. 


As of Friday afternoon, three streets in 


Wheeling that had been closed because <>f 
the construction, had been reopened. The 
streets. Cedar Drive, Redwood Trail and 
Schoenbcck Road had been closed for 
several days to allow the concrete to city 
at the intersections. 


ONCE CONSTRUCTION resumes, sev- 


eral other streets will be closed in Wheel- 
ing and Buffalo Grove. In Wheeling. Lau- 
rel Trail will be closed on the south side 
and in Buffalo Grove, Golfview Ter- 
rancc, Arlington Heights Road and Buf- 
falo Grove Road will be closed on the 
north side of Dundee Road. The streets 
will be closed when paving reaches the 
intersections. 


Motorists are asked to be on the alert 


for barricades, warning signs and de- 
tours directing them through the con- 
struction areas. Drivers arc asked to 
atoid Dundee Road, if possible, and use 
alternate routes while the intersecting 
streets are closed. 


Last week the Buffalo Giove Village 


Board passed a resolution asking that 
two Kines of the road be completed by 
Dec. 1 Village officials said completion 
of the lanes will partiallv eliminate 
some of the present traffic hazards. 


Since construction began, the road has 


been the scene of numerous auto acci- 
dents.

Airport bus service suspended 


The Continental Air Transport Co.. 


which operates bus service along 
Northwest Highway to and 
from 


O'ilnre Airport, will suspend service 
lo this nrca Indefinitely Thursday be- 
cause of a dlcsel fuel shortage. 


John Conrolty. director of sales 


and service, said the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission Friday approved 
the bus route cuts that will eliminate 
the 6 a.m. service originating daily 
from Harrington and the 5:30 p.m. 
dally service from the airport. 


"During the (energy) crisis, we've 


been trying to get additional fuel... 


but it doesn't, look like we'll get 
any," he said. He added that Conti- 
nental's bus service also has been 
cut buck in Milwaukee and Jollct. 


The bulk of the company's business 


Is from Chicago's Loop to the air- 
port, and Connolly said this route 
will continue. 


He said the diescl supplier gave no 


indication when an increased 
fuel 


supply would be available and he 
said he could not speculate on when 
the Northwest suburban route might 
be rescheduled. 


The Prospect Cab Co. plans to seek 


tale hikes for its taxi service in Elk 
Grove Village, Mount Prospect 
and 


Wheeling. 


Robert Bilks, president of the com- 


pany said, "I hate to do it," but de- 
scribed the need for higher rates as "ab- 
solutely urgent" and "u matter of surviv- 
al." 


At the same time, however, he is plan- 


ning to offer cut rates to Mounlj Prospect 
senior citizens -who travel In groups, 
through a program being set up with the 
village's senior citizens advisory' council. 


Four or more elderly residents who 


share a cab will be charged a maximum 
of 50 cents each under the program, ten- 
tatively scheduled to begin around Dec. 
1. 


For regular customers in the three 


suburbs, the company is seeking a gener- 
al rate increase that would boost the cost 
of a five-mile cab ride from S3.43 to 
$4.05. 


CURRENTLY. RIDERS pay a 43-ccnt 


flat fee and an additional GO cents per 
mile. The new rates would be 53 cents 
flat rate and 70 cents a mile. 


Birks blamed the need for higher rates 


on increased costs of gasoline and 
maintenance and increased wages. 


"Gas lias gone up 4 cents a gallon in 


the last two months," he pointed out. 
"This whole business is fuel." 


Birks said that in spite of a greater 


volume of business as more drivers are 
abandoning their cars in favor of cabs, 
he is only breaking even in expenses. 


"My auditor says I have to do some- 


thing fast," he said. The request for a 
rate increase is expected to be filed 
shortly. 


IN THE MEANTIME, Birks said he ib 


considering setting up a "car pool" to 
transport commuters to and from the 
train station. A cab would pick up four or 
five residents of a neighborhood and take 
them to the depot each day for a flat 
rate of about 50 cents a person each way. 


Prospect Cab Co. operates 27 cabs in 


the three Northwest suburbs. Its last rate 
increase was in 197u.

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Phone survey: 2-lo-l inarmn 
Residents oppose heliport proposal

A telephone survey conducted 
by 


Wheeling Trustee Don Jackson 
has 


shown that residents oppose a proposed 
heliport by nearly a 2-1 margin. 


The heliport has been requested by As- 


plundh Tree Expert Co., 412 N. Mil- 
waukee Ave., for use by that company's 
two helicopters. They are used for patrol- 
ling electric utility lines for various utili- 
ty companies in the Midwest. 


Jackson said a group of 14 volunteers 


contacted 160 village residents about the 
heliport proposal. He -said 85 persons 
were aware of the proposal and 81 were 
not. Of this number, 93 were against the 
project while 46 favored it. Twenty-five 
persons said they had no opinion. 


The trustee said most people who op- 


posed the heliport did not think It would 
be a benefit lo the village. "Usually 


they were against the noise and the dan- 
ger," he said. 


THE REQUEST for a heliport has al- 


ready been denied twice by the village. 
In 1968, when the heliport ordinance was 
first proposed, there were six heliports 
operating in the village. After the board 
voted 5-1 against the ordinance, all such 
operations in Wheeling became illegal. 


Asplundh tried in 1970 to have the mat- 


ter reopened so a heliport could be built 
at Mayer and Milwaukee avenues. The 
board once again voted 4-3 not to allow it 
in the village. 


The board is studying the heliport 


request for a third time. No action has 
been taken on this request, received last 
summer. 


Asplundh is requesting the heliport so 


it can do its own maintenance on its heli- 
copters. The copters are now kept at 
Pal-Waukec Airport, which docs not have 
hangars available for their maintenance. 


EARL REYNOLDS, vice president of 


Asplundh, has offered to allow the village 
to make use of these helicopters for 
emergency medical, fire or police work. 
He said he will try to keep one of the 
helicopters in Wheeling for such emer- 
gencies. 


The village has already received objec- 


tions to the proposed heliport, mainly 
from the residents of Cameo Terrace 
condominiums. Residents have signed 
petitions objecting to the noise that 
would be generated from sucli an oper- 
ation. 


The phone survey conducted by Jack- 


son is the second such effort to keep in 
touch with the views and attitudes of Mi- 
lage residents. Jackson earlier conducted 
a phone survey on a proposed motor 
freight terminal south of Hintz Road. 


The trustee said the phone calls serve 


two purposes. First they give him an in- 


dication of the attitudes of residents. Sec- 
ondly, he sjid if the residents are una- 
ware of an issue, the phone call serves 
as a means of spreading information. 


"We'll not only get opinions, but get 


information out to the people." he said. 
•It can't help but arouse some citizen 
teaction.". 


.1 \CKSON SAID the phone calls are 


made at random by merely 
going 


through the phone book. He noted that all 
questioning is designed to keep the sur- 
vey objective. He said any information 
given during the phone conversations is 
also designed to be as objective as pos- 
sible. 


The phone survey project will be con- 


tinuing throughout the vear. according to 
Jackson. He said volunteers will prob- 
ably begin a new survey shortly after 
Thanksgiving.

Nine of 10 Democratic county board 


members requested another term Fri- 
day. Board President George Dunne is 
without opposition for restating. Only 
Comr. John Touhy, who was named state 
party chairman this year, said ho will 
nut seek another term. Touhy ulll devote 
full time to campaigning for Democratic 
candidates throughout the state, although 
the party post Is non-salaried. 


tiEMOCrtATS ALSO hinted that Comr.

Dachman, In his first run for public 


office, optimistically told slatcmakcrs 
that Democrats will win "one or two" 
suburban scots now held by Republicans. 
"I challenge (Comr. Floyd) Fulle," Re- 
publican slatemaking chairman, he said. 
"I'm not foolish enough to predict that 
we'll win all six, suburban scats. Wo 
must dispel the myth that county govern- 
ment Is all Daley's fault." 


CULLERTON' was the center of attrac- 


tion Friday. The county assessor, report- 
edly under pressure from some Demo- 
crats to retire, said that "there's nothing 
to" a rumor that Chicago Aid. Edward 
Vrdolyak (10th Ward) ulll enter the 
primary If Cullerton Is slated. 
Cullcrton denied that his office has re- 
duced assessments on property of party 
backers. "There were no tax breaks. 
That's ridiculous. People who have made 
contributors to this city deserve some 
consldcraton.

but Abrnms said that is not a likely goal 
in the near future, tie said the airport 
could, houcvcr, limit niglitimc use to the 
new, quieter juts. 


Abrains nlso suppoits retrofitting, the 


rebuilding of older Jet engines to meet 
current noi.se .specifications. That has al- 
ready been studied by the FAA, and 
regulations may be coming. 


FAA NOISK control officer Peter Edi- 


son snys many of the recommended 
noise abatement steps have already been 
started or are being studied now by the 
FAA. 


One procedure that conflicts 
with 


Abrains' proposal for reduced poucr 
t.ikcoffs Involves rapid ascent to 3,000 
feet. Edison snys the procedure gets a 
Boeing 727, for example, at the 3,000-foot 
level only four miles from brake release 
on the runuay, instead of the 2,000-foot 
altitude reached with less power. That 
FAA procedure was instituted in August, 
1972, with the cooperation of the airlines. 


Six weeks after that, Edison said, new 


departure procedures were started using 
a lesser flap setting to reduce drag, thus 
reducing noise. 


"THE NOISE reductions being realized 


through changes in operating procedures 
arc being achieved through a cooperative 
effort by the FAA and the airlines," Edi- 
son said. "Results of our recent surveys 
show a lack of standardization and in- 
dicate that lower noise levels can be 
achieved through various changes In 
procedures. The airlines currently hove 
under consideration changes to the noise 
abatement departure procedures that 
will result In a more standardized appli- 
cation." 


Edison said the airlines have con- 


sistently volunteered to enact new noise 
abatement procedures, and regulation 
lias not always been necessary. In spite 
of that, he said, the FAA Is continuing 
policy development and regulatory thrust 
In two areas. 


One of those areas Is departure proce- 


dures. "Our office of general counsel Is 
currently preparing a notice of proposed 
rulemaking," Edison said. "In addition, 
the U.S. Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy has furnished our Office of Environ- 
mental Quality with an Initial draft of its 
recommended procedures." He said the 
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target date for ruling is the first quarter 
of the l')75 fiscal ycor. 


THE OTHER primary area of study is 


tho Uvo-scgmcnt approach system, which 
Involves a six-dogiee glide path that 
changes to a three-degree path closer to 
the airport. That would place planes 
much higher in their approacli two to 10 
miles from the airport. 


"The new procedure will involve addi- 


tional ground-bused and airborne in- 
titrumcntation, but costs arc expected to 
be minimal," Edison said. "Operational 
safely, economic considerations and ap- 
propriateness to each aircraft type are 
being evaluated." He explained that the 
DC-I!, for example, cannot comply with 
the sK-dcgrce .slope. The older DC-ll also 
docs not meet the new noise standards. 


Edison suld adoption of tltc two-seg- 


ment approach and quieter engine design 
or refitting could result in a sound level 
reduction of Hi dcciblcs at four to five 
miles, uhlch would amount to more than 
a 50 per cent decrease. A decision on the 
two-segment approach is expected by 
late In the 1974 fiscal year, he said. 


CIUTICS OF the FAA say action is too 


slow, and the FAA puts too much empha- 
sis on profitable operation of the airlines 
instead of human considerations, such as 
noise around an airport. 


There arc many areas of disagreement 


about what can be done and how fast it 
can be done, as evidenced by spokesmen 
at the NOISE meeting last week, but a 
big stumbling block at the local level is 
the Department of Aviation of the City of 
Chicago. 


Although a representative of the de- 


partment attended last week's meeting 
as an observer, Abrams said he has con- 
sistently been unable to arrange meet- 
ings or establish any liaison with the 
city. 


BECAUSE OF a recent Supreme Court 


ruling confirming FAA authority to con- 
trol all aircraft in the air, the city denies 
it has the power to limit use of the air- 
port and exclude noisy or smoke-emitting 
jets. 


Hinton said a footnote in the ruling 


says the airport owner docs have tradi- 
tional landlord rights and can limit air- 
craft if the limits arc non-discriminatory. 
James Sachay, of the department of 
aviation, told tltc audience at last neck's 
meeting that the city docs not have that 
authority. 


If enough local communities band to- 


gether, Hinton said, action can be stimu- 
lated in congress by NOISE lobbyists. 
Presently, Bensenville, Des Plalnes, 
Park Ridge and Schiller Park are among

war. But that the tight embargo contin- 
ues against the United Stales and The 
Netherlands. 


Continued apprehension among Eu- 


ropean nations facing winter Is forcing 
some countries to take drastic action, 
however. 


Belgium, one of the world's most moto- 


littd countries, became the second Eu- 


ropean nation to Join In a ban on all driv- 
ing on Sunday. The Netherlands adopted 
that policy some weeks ago. 


Yesterday, In brilliant fall weather, the 


roads of Belgium were filled with fami- 
lies out bicycling, walking or driving 
horse drawn wagons and jitneys into 
town. So many farmers drove their 
horses Into the city of Mechclen, just 
north of the capital of Brussels, that 
extra workers were put on duty to clean 
the streets. 


And on the other side of Europe, Ro- 


mania became the first East Bloc coun- 
try to announce drastic fuel rationing, in-

were limited to 63 degrees in factories 
and 68. In homes. All cars will be limited 
to about 10 gallons of gasoline a month.

Per- 
mits have lierctofore been limited to 
miners, homesteaders and the like, but 
now free cutting of firewood will be ex- 
tended to persons who do not live on or 
near forest lands. But it is still illegal to 
cut firewood and sell it to someone else. 


World War II rationing plan most likely 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Un May 


12, 1942, motorists In 17 eastern 
states lined up at school houses to 
register their cars with the federal 
government. Gasoline was to be ra- 
tioned for the duration of World 
War II. 


It was a major experiment in 


sharing shortages. If gasoline ra- 
tioning comes during the present 
fuel crisis, it Is expected to be pat- 
terned along the lines of the World 
War II experience. 


For three days, the motorists in 


the seventeen states registered for 
gasoline 
rationing 
cards, 
with 


schools pressed Into service for the 
emergency operation. After May 
14, the chore was taken over by 
Local Rationing Boards of the Of- 
f l c e 
of Price 
Administration 


(OPA). 


Six months later, the operation 


had to be repeated. And in Novem- 
ber, gasoline rationing was extend- 
ed nationwide. In addition to the 
rationing, a 
nationwide 35-mph 


speed limit was imposed. 


Mileage was the measurement 


used to ration the gasoline to mo- 
torists. 


Ration card "A" (later book 


"A") was the basic variety. Every 
motorists got at least an "A" sti- 
cker on the car and a ration card 
to go with it. 


It entitled him to enough gasoline 


to drive 150 miles per month. 


The most prized sticker was la- 


beled "X" entitling the motorists 
to an unlimited supply. It went to 
policemen, 
firemen, 
physicians, 


clergymen and such. 


Between those two classifica- 


tions, there were B-coupons, for 
mileage necessary 
to get from 


home to work and back; C-coupons 
for those who needed to travel as 
part of their daily work such as 
salesmen; D for motorcycles; T-l 
and T-2 for commercial vehicles, 
and E and R for non highway users 
of gasoline. Outboard motorboats, 
for example, were permitted up to 
20 gallons over a period of three 
months, the amount varying ac- 


cording to the horsepower of the 
motor.- 


Along with rationing came black 


m a r k e t s , gas coupon counter- 
felting, gasoline thievery. 
Fuel 


truck hijackings became a major 
problem. 


To help enforcement, the OPA 


shifted from a card-punching oper- 
ation to a system of coupons. The 
coupons had to be turned in at all 
levels of the industry to get new 
shipments of gasoline. 


Overall, the system seems to 


have worked. At peak, it regulated 
the flow of gasoline to 34-million 
registered 
motor vehicles. 
The 


problem would be greater today 
with 117.6 million vehicles regis- 
tered as of 1972. The rationing sys- 
tem reduced total gasoline con- 
sumption per passenger car from 
almost 600 gallons a year in 1941 to 
about 430 gallons in 1944. 


The end of gasoline rationing 


was announced by OPA Adminis- 
trator Chester Bowles on Aug. 15, 
1945 — 3',i years after it began. 


Nixon again goes 6to the people'

President Richard Nixon continued to 


take his case "to the people" with an 
appearance before a cheering crowd of 
20,000 persons in Macon, Ga. yesterday. 


The President, striving hard to put the 


Watergate affair behind him, told the 
campaign-style crowd that while 1973 has 
been "a hard year" in some ways, it also 
has been a year of significant accom- 
plishment. 


Nixon was in Georgia to honor retired 


Rep. Carl Vlnson, 90, who was lauded by 
Congressional leaders with a birthday 
celebration. 


Arriving In the state which gave him 


the second largest vote In 1972, Nixon 
was presented with petitions bearing 
30,000 to 40,000 signatures supporting 
him. 


"We can be thankful that for the first 


time In 12 years the world Is at peace," 
the President said. "We can also be 
thankful that for the first lime in eight 
years every American POW is at home 
where they belong." 


Nixon responded to the friendly crowd 


by shaking hands for 15 minutes, ex- 
changing sports banter with some of the 
people and then opening the top of his 
limousine and standing as he departed. 


Obviously buoyed by reaction to his 


hour-long televised news conference Sat- 
urday night, the President reportedly is 
also recharged from what he believes is 
his successful attempt to talk to Ameri- 
cans through television and appearances 
before large crowds, much the way he 
successfully campaigned for the Presi- 
dency in 1972.' 


Ncvcrheless, his troubles still plague 


him in Washington. 


The President this week begins to sur- 


render his subpoenaed Watergate tapes 
and papers, ending a four mo.ith losing 
battle with the courts to keep them 
secret. 


Under elaborate procedures worked 


out by White House lawyers and Water- 
gate investigators, Nixon must by Tues- 


day provide a "written 
descriptive 


analysis and Index" of subpoenaed mate- 
rials to be given the court In weeks to 
come. 


On Wednesday, a panel of experts will 


begin listening to seven tapes of conver- 
sations about the scandal. 


Two familiar figures of the Nixon 


years also had some things to say yester- 
day: 


• Presidential Press Secretary Ron 


Z I e g I e r said supporters of George 
McGovcrn and other "traditional oppo- 
nents" made an organized effort to ex- 
ploit the Watergate scandal and force 
Nixon to leave office.

The United Nations announced in Cairo 


yesterday, that Egyptian and Israeli mil- 
itary officials will meet today to discuss 
the "disengagement" of their troops 
along the Suez Canal — the toughest is- 
sue of the six-point Middle East cease- 
fire agreement. 


Israeli Defense Minister Moshe Dayan, 


meanwhile, denied 
Egyptian charges 


that Israel is trying to block the Suez 
Canal by building an earthen bridge 
across the waterway. 


UPI reporters at the scene said road 


building machines were pushing big rocks 
and gravel into the water from both 
banks of the canal with the intention of 
constructing a bridge. They said, how- 


ever, water will be free to pass under- 
neath the structure. 


An Egyptian military spokesman said 


the bridgehead was "a very serious vio- 
lation" of the cease-fire accords signed 
last Sunday. He said Israeli activity 
"constitutes a major change in the engi- 
neering of the canal." 


Prisoner of war exchanges between 


Cairo and Tel Aviv continued to go 
smoothly for the fourth day, and the 
evacuation of wounded civilians from the 
Israeli-encircled city of Suez also was 
carried out without Incident. 


Four incidents of small arms fire dis- 


rupted the cease-fire on the Egyptian 
front, an Israeli military spokesman said 
in Tel Aviv, with one Egyptian reported 
killed in a clash of two patrols in the 
barren mountains west of Suez. 


Tanks quiet Greek protestors 


ATHENS (UPI) - Army tanks and or- 


m o r c d personnel carriers 
rumbled 


through downtown Athens again Sunday, 
breaking up hit-and-run student demon- 
strations with machlnegun bursts fired 
Into the air on the first full day of mar- 
tial law in Greece. 


Hclmetcd police units fired tear gas

Greek marines, meanwhile, in full battle 
gear moved Into the city during the day 
and took up positions around Constitution 
Square. They were joined by 40 tanks 
moved in as reinforcements.

dent George Papadopoulos said the gov- 
ernment had information that extreme 
Icftwlng and labor groups may try to 
trigger new demonstrations and fighting. 


Morgue officials said yesterday nine 


bodies had been brought in after the stu- 
dent-police clashes Friday night and Sat- 
urday. 


U.S. Navy personnel ordered all mar- 


ried personnel living In Athens to report 
back to their Sixth Fleet ships, and the 
U.S. Air Force radio station broadcast 
warnings to service families to remain in 
their homes.

resignation of the President. 


But, Crane said, the mall "Is now decidedly in support of 


the President and, in fact, the total volume Is now on a 50-50 
basis." 


Crano said approximately 4,000 communications on the Is- 


sue have been received by his office In the past three weeks. 
He attributed many of the letters calling for the removal of 
the President to organized campaigns by Common Cause and 
"so-called consumer advocate Ralph Nader." 


Tottcn gets endorsement

Under the "Judicial Reform Amendment" of 1962, judicial

In subsequent elections, they run without opposition only on 
the question of whether they should be retained In office.

Crane, Young: Nixon's story 'sound'

• President Nixon succeeded last week 
in laying to rest many doubts among Re- 
publican congressmen concerning the in- 
tegrity of his administration, according 
to U.S. Representatives 
Samuel H. 


Young, R-10th, and Philip M. Crane, 
R-12th. 
the GOP congressmen in turn strongly 


urged the President to go directly to the 
people in the kind of Informal and re- 
laxed atmosphere which Crane and 
Young said prevailed at his Friday meet- 
ing with some 30 Republican lawmakers. 


"We suggested he get out and visit the 


medium-sized cities like Peoria or Okla- 
homa City to make his case," said 
Young. 


"We' told the President he has to get 


out to the country, get some exposure, 
put his case before the people," said 
Crane. 


Both agreed that the candor of the 


President in the two-hour conference 
contributed greatly to acceptance of his 
statements by the congressmen. 


"I believed him on Friday," declared 


Crane, adding that he thought the public 
would believe him as well if they could 
sec Nixon in a similar setting. 


CRANE DESCRIBED the tone of the 


meeting as "like sitting In the locker 
room with the boys." Appearing more 
comfortable than he had ever seen him, 
Crane said, the President spiked his re- 
plies to Republicans with occasional 
locker room language which is "contrary 
to his image." 


But the congressmen added that there 


remained a realization that the Presi- 


dent's public image is badly damaged. 


"The President knows he has a real 


credibility problem and that if this is not 
overcome there is a very real possibility 
that he may resign," Young said. 


The 10th District congressman said the 


President frankly told the group that he 
would not be much help to them in the 
1974 elections. "I think he realizes that 
he would be a liability," said Young. 


THE SUBURBAN congressmen said 


there was no limitation on the matters 
discussed with the President and ques- 
tions covered not only Watergate, but the 
alleged favors to the milk industry and 
International Telephone and Telegraph; 
Bcbc Rebozo; Howard Hughes, and the 
President's homes at Key Biscaync, 
Fla., and San Clemcnte, Calif. 


Crane said a number of congressmen 


brought letters they had received from 
their home districts and sought answers 
to the questions raised in the letters. 
"The President answered them," he 
said. 


"The President said the parity for the 


dairy industry was changed duo to pres- 
sure from the Democratic leaders of 
Congress and that he did not know about 
the campaign contributions," reported 
Young. He said Nixon also declared he 
had no knowledge of cither the ITT con- 
tributions or the settlement of a federal 
anti-trust suit against the corporation. 


CRANE SAID Nixon's explanation'of 


his personal finances and his acquisition 
of the Florida and California estates was 
an "cyc-opencr" to many of the con- 
gressmen. 


When he left the vice presidency in 


I960, the President said, he had "a 1958 
Oldsmobile and $47,000 to his name." 


Crane said the President explained that 
he made $250,000 from the sale of his 
book, "Six Crises," and that he made 
from $100,000 to $250,000 per year from 
his New York law firm. "He did well 
from 1962 to 1968 and had the financial 
resources to do the things he did," Crane 
said. 


Young said the President declared that 


his administration continued to function 
effectively, but he is aware that public 
confidence must be restored. 


Said Young, "He has to get out and tell 


the people his side; he has to regain 
credibility and assure everyone he is not 
a crook." The President used those same 
words in a televised conference with 
newspaper editors Saturday night.

Buffalo Grove High School, after one term of use, gets dedicated 


Unlike a sailing ship, which is christen- 


ed before it goes to sea, Buffalo Grove 
High School was dedicated Sunday after 
being in operation for a full quarter. 


But the fact that the school's 1,300 


freshmen, sophomores and juniors had 
already received their first term's report 
cards did not appear to dim the pride or 
excitement of schooliofficlals, students or 
parents at the ceremonies Sunday. 


Several hundred persons gathered in the 


high school gymnasium for the dedica- 
tion ceremonies, which were followed by 
an open house and tours of the new build- 
ing. 


In addition, the crowd heard High 


School Dlst. 214 Supt. Edward Gilbert an- 
nounce that Buffalo Grove will probably 
be the last Dist. 214 school to be built in 


the next several years. Buffalo Grove is 
Dist. 214's eighth high school. Six of the 
district's schools have been opened since 
1964. 


"WITH OUR PRESENT declining rate 


of growth," Gilbert said, "it appears that 
our needs for new schools have been met 
for several years to come. Buffalo Grove 
High School will enjoy the distinction of 
being the newest school in Dist. 214 long- 
er than many of its predecessors." 


The crowd also heard Theresa Ann Or- 


ton, student council president for ttic new 
school, declare that "We take great pride 
in our school," adding, "We will estab- 
lish the traditions for other students to 
follow and surpass." 


Guest speaker for the dedication was 


Lowell Fisher, former chairman of the 


North Central Association, a school ac- 
crediting group, and former principal of 
the high school where Buffalo Grove's 
P r i n c i p a l Clarence Miller attended 
school. Fisher commended officials of 
Dist. 214 and its taxpayers for the new 
building which, he said, "was designed 
not only for today's curricula, but for 
programs and students." 


Following the ceremonies, as tours of

Organizers of the effort to prevent 


apartment development of Rob Roy Golf 
Course have virtually given up hope of 
obtaining federal funds to buy the ISO- 
acre course. 


Instaad, the Village of Mount Prospect, 


the River Trails Park District and five 
other area park districts plan to work 
together, possibly through a bond refer- 
endum, to raise the $8 to $9 million pur- 
chase price. 


If that plan proves unfeasible, Mount 


Prospect officials indicated they would 
try to strike a bargain with the proposed 
developer of the golf course, Kcnroy Inc., 
of Skokie, to allow some apartment con- 
struction while retaining the rest of the 
golf course as open space. 


The alternatives were discussed Satur- 


day In a luncheon meeting of 28 persons 
representing the Involved groups. 


Participating In the discussion were 


representatives of the villages of Arling- 
ton Heights, Mount Prospect and Wheel- 
ing, and the Des Plaines, Mount Pros- 
pect, Prospect Heights, River Trails and 
Wheeling park districts. The Arlington 
Heights Park District previously had ex- 
pressed interest in the effort, but did not 
attend the meeting. 


ALSO PRESENT were staff members 


of U.S. Representatives Philip M. Crane, 
JW2th, and Samuel Young, R-10th, who 
said the congressmen are "firmly com- 
mitted" to keeping Rob Roy "green." 
The two Illinois senators, Charles Percy 
and Adlal Stevenson, did not attend the 
meeting or send representatives, though 
both had been invited. 


Rob Roy Golf Course Is bounded by 


Camp McDonald Road on the north, Eu- 
clid Avenue on the south, Wolf Road on 
the cast and Wheeling Road on the west. 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert D. Tel- 


chert, who chaired the meeting, noted at 
the outset that federal funds, which the 
groups had been counting on most for 
financial assistance, arc "very limited 


and, for practical purposes, not avail- 
able." 


Robert Jackson, president of the Mount 


Prospect Park District, agreed. "We 
might as well write off" federal and 
state monies, he said. 


Jackson suggested that the Mount 


Prospect, Prospect Heights and River 
Trails park districts consider merging to 
form a single large structure rather than 
approaching the problem individually. 


OTHER ALTERNATIVES discussed at 


the meeting: 


—Forming n corporation consisting of 


the various park districts and floating 
bonds to raise the necessary price to buy 
the land. 


—Opposing any development of the 


golf course, other than single family resi- 
dential, thus forcing Kcnroy to seek mul- 


ti-family zoning from Cook County. 


• Contacting state senators and repre- 


sentatives for their aid, though the likeli- 
hood of obtaining special legislation is 
slim, according to Roger A. Bjorvik, an 
attorney for many of the park districts. 


None of the participating groups have 


mode a financial commitment toward 
buying Rob Roy, though Tom Mahon of 
tho Des Plaines Park District said the 
question of how much each district will 
be expected to chip in is crucial. 


ALL OF THE park districts have en- 


dorsed the concept of keeping the golf 
course as open space, but some may not 
be able or willing to pay the price. 


It had been indicated earlier that if the 


full purchase price cannot be raised, the 
park districts may be willing to buy part 
of the golf course Instead. 


The Mount Prospect Park District is 


the only park district in the group that 
currently operates its own golf course, 
though DCS Platnes has a Par 3 course. 


Joint ownership and operation of Rob 


Roy by the various districts would allow 
residents of those park districts access to 
the course.

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Reviewing press criticism 


Everywhere you turn these days, espe- 


cially if you work for a newspaper, 
somebody's yelling at you. 


Sometimes, it's not even your boss, it's 


a relative scolding the press, perhaps for 
your benefit. One then must balance a 
fervent desire to defend the first Amend- 
ment with a need to keep family peace. 


Most of the criticism — in letters to 


the editor, in conversations with one's 
aunt, on TV — seems to come down to a 
battle primarily over TV coverage and 
the abuses of TV newsmen. 


Newspapers, however, arc a target. As 


the primary investigators of the Nixon- 
Agnew misdeeds, newspapers have done 
the hard day-to-day investigative work 
that's nailed the story. 


So, newspapers became targets — and 


part, but not nil, of that criticism is 
partisan in nature. It comes from Re- 
publicans who are naturally furious 
about the kind of reporting that's been 
appearing in most American newspapers 
about the misdeeds of the Nixon adminis- 
tration. 


But too many persons are angry at the 


press, and too many of these persons 
don't have a partisan gripe. Several 
points should be made, not to rebut the 
criticism but to suggest some per- 
spective: 


— Many readers confuse facts with 


designated opinion in a newspaper.

But a large shopping center in an 
unincorporated area has massive 
influence on surrounding munici- 
palities that often arc asked to pro- 
vide services, to serve as traffic 
conduits and to annex projects ap- 
proved under county zoning. 


Mow's the time to end the build- 


ing treadmill that leads developers 
from village to village to the coun- 
ty seeking more favorable con- 
struction conditions. County Zoning 
Board Appeals Chairman Alex R. 
Scith has called for an end to the 
"games developers play" by unify- 
ing zoning standards and defini-

lions. The idea deserves support, if 
the standards are strict. 


A nagging problem with county, 


and often municipal, requirements 
is that zoning under one classifica- 
tion allows construction of any per- 
mitted use in the category. Under 
C-2 commercial zoning, for in- 
stance, a developer can propose 
construction of a bakery, but build 
a service station because both 
uses fall under C-2 zoning. 


The new proposal will limit carte 


blanche construction and should be

Fortunately, it is not an adoring view 


of the press, but rather a detailed dis- 
closure of how the press is structured to 
avoid the kind of incisive, investigative 
reporting which exposed the Watergate 
scandal to the American public. 


Too often newspapers compete with 


one another for the same scraps of infor- 
mation tossed out by the White House, 
Grouse argues, while not bothering to do 
the kind of investigative digging which 
produces the truth rather than the illu- 
sions of a press release.

Too often, because the press Is taught 


Wellman 
to be competitive, newspapers go after 
the same story — while failing to ex- 
ercise the initiative to go after the 
slightly more obscure, but equally impor- 
tant, story. 


Too often the press went after tho 


same dull speech coverage in 1972 — 
without going after the hidden candidate, 
Richard Nixon. 


— Finally, Grouse makes a point about 


the press corps that followed McGovern: 
Since the majority of reporters were lib- 
eral, they ovcrcompensatcd for their lib- 
eralism by coming down hard on the 
D e m o c r a t i c Presidential candidate. 
There was a balance missing in close-up 
campaign coverage. 


None of these thoughts, however, are 


going to prevent a reporter being quizzed 
by irate relatives or friends. And maybe 
they'll even give you fresh ammunition 
when you verbally battle a reporter 
about the role of the press In American 
society.

Kissinger explanation due

WASHINGTON — Secretary of State 


Henry A. Kissinger promised the Ameri- 
can press and people three weeks ago 
that "within a week" he would explain 
why the United States took certain 
ominous actions during the height of the 
Arab-Israeli crisis. 


So far lie has not done so. And his 


spokesmen at the State Department as- 
sert they arc as much in the dark as the 
public. 


Some veteran officials recall that the 


late John Foster Dulles disclosed his 
plans to so few top officials even assist- 
ant secretaries of state had to attend his 
press conferences to learn about future 
U.S. foreign policy. 


It would be unfair, without knowing 


more about circumstances, to charge 
Kissinger with procrastination or bad 
faith. He has been engaged in so furious 
a round of negotiations and hectic travel 
that Chinese Premier Chou En-Lai 
greeted him in Peking last weekend as 
the "Middle East cyclone." 


In any event, officials here agree the 


seemingly tireless secretary, who also 
doubles as President Nixon's national se- 
curity advisor, has left a number of 
unanswered questions dangling. 


The first of these was posed at his Oct. 


25 news conference when he was asked 
why the United States, the night before, 
placed a large proportion of its military 
forces, including nuclear elements, on 
"alert" because of some unexplained ac- 
tion by Russia in connection with the 
Arab-Israeli war. 


The need for an explanation is all the 


greater because while Kissinger said 
"we do not now consider ourselves in a 
confrontation with the Soviet Union," 
Nixon subsequently described the situ- 
ation as the most perilous since the 1962 
Cuban missile crisis. 


Tlie second question Kissinger has nev- 


er answered Is why the United States did 
not give Its European allies and Japan at 
least a few hours advance notice of its 
planned "alert" and the reason for it. 


This might, In the opinion of many dip- 


lomats, have avoided the situation in 
which Britain, West Germany and other 
NATO allies not only refused to support 
the U.S. position in backing Israel, but 
denied landing rights to U.S. aircraft 
carrying military supplies to Israel. 


The expressions of disgust with the Al- 


lies subsequently voiced by Kissinger 
and other officials precluded the possi- 
bility of a united front. 


Such a U.S.-European-Japanese front

might have well deterred the Arabs from 
undertaking an oil production slowdown 
or embargo, since Europe, the United 
States and Japan supply them with a 
large number of its items which they 
cannot get from Moscow. 


Some officials feel there has been an 


inconsistency in Kissinger's public state- 
ments about the Middle East. While re- 
fusing at all other times to assess the 
merits of the Middle East dispute, he 
said on Oct. 25 "the conditions that

produced this war were clearly intoler- 
able to the Arab nations .. . and it will 
be necessary to make substantial con- 
cessions" — presumably by Israel. 


This has never been said directly to 


Israeli Premier Gotda Meir, so far as 
can be determined here. Her propagand- 
ists assert that having won the war, it is 
not up to them to make concessions. 


In a situation where the President's 


credibility is being directly challenged, 
officials hope Kissinger uill not leave 
loose ends dangling all o\er the diplo- 
matic landscape. If he docs, they ac- 
knowledge, it will make the sacrifices 
being demanded of the American people 
more onerous than they need be. (UPI)

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Planning deductions can save you cash

NEW YORK - Most people don't like 


to lltlnk about Uncle Sam's Income tnx 
bite at this time of year, but it can save 
mnny taxpayers considerable sums. 


That goes for ordinary folk as \vull as 


for heavy traders In slocks and bonds. 
To save tax charges on ordinary Income 
It's necessary to think a full year abend 
and calculate whether you will have 
more dcductlbles this year or next. Then 
you must calculate the tax benefits of 
deferring some expenditures until after 
the end of the year to build up next 
year's dcductiblcs or, alternatively, to 
prepay some 1971 expenditures before 
Christmas tills year to fatten your 1073 
dcductiblcs. 


THE MAGAZINE "Money" points out 


several ways to do this. Suppose you are 
in the tax bracket entitling you to the 
maximum $2.000 standard deduction. It 
then may pay you to take the standard 
deduction in one of the two years and 
bunch itemized deductions in the other 
year. To do that the deductible items

must actually be paid In the calendar 
year they arc to be claimed. 


The magazine listed medical expenses, 


contributions. Interest and sales ttxes on 
large purchases as major items that can 
be Juggled from year to year to save on 
income taxes. 


Sometimes it Is possible to save on 


taxes by arranging to have payment of 
money owed to you deferred until after 
New Year's or to request payment now 
of sums due early next year, depending 
on whether it is this year's tax or next 
year's you have chosen to reduce. 


Electronic money called key 
to preventing 'paper blizzard? 


Processing checks and using money 


costs the nation about $10 billion per 
year — roughly 1 per cent of tltc gross 
national product, the American Bankers 
Association reports. 


William Ford, director of ABA re- 


search and planning, said since the mid 
1960s, the amount of checks processed 
has jumped from IB to 23 billion, and the 
amount of currency In the economy lias 
grown nearly $20 billion. 


It takes 10 "hands on" steps to process 


the average check, and the processing 
cost runs about $ .16 per check, Ford 
says. Industry estimates put total check 
volume above 40 billion by 1980. 


Ford said electronic furxls transfer Is 


tlw key to keeping the nation's economy 
from being choked by n "paper bliz- 
zard." 


Feasibility studies indicate the move to 


electronic money should eventually mako 
it possible to cut check-handling costs by 
at least 50 per cent, he added. 


"BOTH HANKS and thrift Institutions 


arc now committing substantial re- 
source* to the design and development of 
Electronic Funds Transfer System com- 
ponents. 


"Many major U.S. corporations now 


regularly move funds and transmit finan- 
cial messages over the "Bank Wire" — 
an electronic network connecting 240 
banks in 74 cities. 


"The Federal Reserve has also in- 


creased its capacity to transfer funds 
electronically by means of the so-called 
"Fed Wire." During 1972. 9.3 million 
transactions — Involving $17.0 trillion — 
were channeled through this system." 


Some examples of the "electronic revo- 


lution" that Is taking place In the In- 
dustry, Ford said, arc a Seattle bank 
where customers can dial the bank's 
computers with the aid of a push button 
phone. For $6.50 a month, customers can 
use the computer to pay their bills, cal- 
culate their household budget or make 
notations of special payments for tax 
purposes. 


A HANK IX Columbus, Ohio, Ford 


said, is moving ahead with plans to In- 
stall polnt-of-salc terminals that will per- 
mit "paperless" payments by customers 
with Innk cards. 


In addition, automated clearing douses 


— facilities for clearing transactions 
electronically among banks in a given 
area — arc already operating in Atlanta 
and California and are in various stages 
of operation or development in other 
cities and states, he added. 


Despite these and other gains in the 


field of electronic money, it will take at 
least five to 10 years just to stop the 
growth of paper checks and cash trans- 
actions In our economy, Ford sold. 


Elclon A. Grimm, a consulting analyst 


for the Wall Street firm, Harnblowcr and 
Weeks-Hcmpliill, Noycs Inc., said that 
because of the stock market's wide fluc- 
tuations this year, 1973, may be a "vint- 
age year" for stock traders and Investors 
(a achieve tax savings by carefully con- 
sidered transactions bctwen now and 
year's end.

But "year-end" doesn't necessarily 


mean Dec. 31. Many tax saving stock 
transactions have to be initiated by

calendar days must elapse between pur- 
chase and sale of the stocks for tax sav- 
ing purposes. 


The simplest switch is to sell a stock 


that has gone down since you bought it 
and invest the proceeds in an issue that 
looks more promising, reporting the loss 
on the sale on your 1973 income tax re- 
turn 


Another tax saving procedure is to sell 


the stock, take the loss for tax purposes 
and gamble that you can wait the re- 
quired 31 days and buy it back at about 
the same price. 


A MORE COMPLEX but probably sa- 


fer procedure, if you have the capital, is 
doubling up. Say you own 20 shares of 
Megalopolis Unlimited. You bought it at 
50. It's now down to 20 but you stiil be- 
lieve in it and want to keep it. Grimm 
said the way out of the dilemma is to 
buy another 20 shares at 20. Maintain the 
doubled position for 31 days, then sell the 
original 20 shares you bought at 50 and 
take the $COO tax loss. Keep the 20 shares 
you bought at 20. 


Of course, if the stock goes up next 


year and you decide then to sell it, you'll 
be liable for capital gains tax you 
wouldn't havt had to pay if you had kept 
the first 20 share block.

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Revolution at St. Viator 


New science curriculum 
^blows' student minds 


by MONICA W1LC1I 


The dire circumstances of the current 


energy crisis were predicted a full year 
ago by students at St. Viator High School 
In Arlington Heights. 


"They should have given their report 


to President Nixon," lamented science 
teacher Marlcne Wleczorck, an Ironic 
smile playing at the corners of her 
mouth. 


Marlcne, who Is chairman of the sci- 


ence curriculum at the ,jchool, Is at the 
same time amazed, yet unsurprised, at 
the depth of perception her students dis- 
play In probing such complex subjects. 


The young teacher credits this capac- 


ity to both the students' sophistication 
("when I was In school, we didn't think 
of these questions — or we were afraid to 
ask") and to the new, alternative cur- 
riculum at the Catholic boys' school. 


Both the curriculum and Marlcne arc 


In their second year at St. Viator. Mar- 
lcne came to the school with five years' 
teaching experience and a year's stint In 
an Industrial job. The curriculum came 
as a revolution. 


"WE HAD NO models to follow when 


we set up the program," she said, ex- 
plaining that In the particular study se- 
quence which her team teaches, there Is 
a single theme for the entire year. That 
theme Is studied from the viewpoints of 
science, literature, history and religion, 
with tho respective teachers coordinating 
their presentations. 


Having dealt with energy last year, 


"calling the shots long before Congress 
did," according to Marlcne, the students 


arc now Immersed In the very provoca- 
tive Issue of evolution. 


Like the energy Issue, which simmered 


below the surface of the public con- 
sciousness for years before erupting into 
a full-blown crisis, evolution Is a topic 
which hasn't been a household word 
since the famous "monkey trial" of the 
1930s, but which may hold the key to the 
future of human society. 


"We began with the basic theories of 


evolution, focusing on (Charles) Dar- 
win," Marlcne stated motter-of-factly. 
Not too many years ago, the mere men- 
tion of this 19th century scientist would 
have sent severe tremors through the 
church, which considered his theories a 
direct challenge to the Biblical account 
of creation. 


"WE LOOKED AT him as a revolution- 


ary of his time," Marlene continued. In 
history class the students talked about 
the Victorian Age and the Industrial Rev- 
olution, and how the impact of these de- 
velopments carried through into the 
1930s In this country. 


"In English class the students arc 


working on the play "Inherit the Wind" 
(the dramatization of the 1930s Scopes 
trial. In which a Southern school teacher 
was challenged In court for teaching 
Darwin's theory of evolution). 


And In religion class, the students arc 


dealing with the concept of evolution "as 
something that Is not alien to religion." 
According to Marlcne, the official posi- 
tion of the Roman Catholic Church today 
Is that such scientific theories as evolu- 
tion do not necessarily conflict with the 
Bible, that the Bible Is not a book of sci- 


entific details but of theological meaning. 


From here, Marlene will lead her stu- 


dents through study of physical and or- 
ganic evolution, human evolution, and fi- 
nally, the future Implications of bio- 
chemical engineering. And therein lies 
the rub, the stickler which makes it un- 
wise and perhaps impossible for anyone 
to tuck the subject of evolution forever 
into an untouched corner of the'mind. 


MARLENE'S STUDENTS are asking 


the questions which someday may con- 
front society in the same rude manner as 
the energy crisis: Bio-chemical engineer- 
ing (In other words, man-made evolu- 
tion) is already here, but how Is it going 
to be handled? And who will be In charge 
of deciding? 


Will it be used to conquer genetic dis- 


eases and mental retardation, or will it 
be applied for broader, perhaps more ne- 
farious, purposes? 


"I think the students feel that everyone 


has a responsibility to consider the Impli- 
cations," Marlene said. 


And that, Marlcne and this reporter 


agreed, is a far cry from the kind of 
pedantic, fact memorizing today's over- 
21 generation got in school. 


Of course, while this kind of approach 


to education challenges the students to 
do more of their own thinking, It also 
requires the teacher to be more com- 
prehensively prepared. 


"It's difficult to teach a course like 


this," Marlene readily admitted. "You 
don't want to limit what they're thinking 
about, and It's so vast -- I spend 17 
hours a night preparing or I don't feel 
I'm doing justice to the presentation!" 


WHAT IS MAN? Marlene Wieczo- 
relc, science teacher at St. Viator 
High School, and her students are 


pondering this question in their study 
of the theory and implications of 
evolution. 


Coordinated look for men

Sweaters: The layered look continues 


with shawl collars featured In cardigans 
and pullovers. Materials arc brushed, 
textured, patterned, ribbed and solid. 
The turtlcneck Is still popular, but the 
V-neck Is expected to top It. 


JACKETS: The return of the country 


gentleman look features hacking pockets, 
center vents and suede and leather trim. 
Natural shapes in plaids, pin stripes, 
checks and tattcrsalls arc being shown. 
The vest jumps into fashion focus, cither 
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matching or contrasting. 


Shirts: Collar styles arc the biggest ex- 


'citcmcnt featuring the up-dated button- 
down, the spread collar and the snap-tab 
models. Patterns made to compliment 
tweeds, flannels and plaids arc more 
subdued In stripes, checks, oxfords, 
chnmbrays and textured weaves. French 
cuffs arc on the rise. 


Suits: Thi fuller more relaxed styles In 


blanket plaids, knits and winter cham- 
brays are touted. They're vested, single- 
breasted and deeply cuffed. The double- 
breasted style echoes the coming of the 
longer jacket.

get-up.

Every woman should be a Ms. Fixit occasionally 


by DOROTHEA M. BROOKS 


Homeowner, or apartment dweller, 


woman alone or married to a handyman 
husband, there arc some basic median!- 
col skills any woman should master. 


"Women's liberation may have given 


her freedom, but it hasn't equipped her 
to fix a running toilet," says William D. 
Sally of Balrd & Warner, Inc. 


Sally Is vice president and general 


manager of Baird & Warner's property 
management division, responsible for the 
management of thousands of apartments 
In the Chicago area. 


He says his experience with women 


tenants living alone — whether unmar- 
ried, divorced or widowed — convinces 
him any woman should have at least a 
basic knowledge of household mechanics. 
Even (ho gal with a handy, and willing, 
h'isband or boyfriend, will find that 
household crises don't always occur 
when he's around to solve them. 


"NOT THAT THERE'S anything innate 


about a woman's inability to cope with 


simple household mechanics," says Sal- 
ly. "It's just that most women haven't 
learned to make simple repairs, and 
many arc afraid to tackle a job as un- 
complicated as replacing a broken light 
bulb." 


To handle that problem: Turn off the 


light switch, then use a pair of pliers 
with insulated handles to remove the 
base of the bulb from the socket. 


Sally urges the would-be handywoman 


to get herself a set of simple tools — 
even if hubby has a well-equipped work- 
shop, it's better to have your own. A 
minimum includes hammer, screwdriver 
and pliers. Ask a friendly hardware deal- 
er to help you choose. A sturdy ladder or 
stepstool is another must; no makeshift 
telephone book on a chair arrangement. 
There arc other things you will want to 
add as you go along. 


HE SUGGESTS every woman: 
—Learn where the circuit breaker or 


fuse box Is and how to restore an In- 
terrupted circuit. In new apartments, the 


circuit breaker is located in a closet; in 
older building the fuse box probably will 
be In the hallway or basement. In pri- 
vate homes, they are located in base- 
ment or utility room or closet. 


An overload on the electrical system 


will trip the circuit breaker or blow a 
fuse. First, disconnect some appliances 
or turn out some lights. Then push the 
circuit breaker button to restore service, 
or replace the fuse — its's as simple as 
replacing a light bulb. Just be sure to 
have replacement fuses of the proper 
amperage on hand. Never use too large 
a fuse. If the system goes again, cnll for 
professional help. 


Add to.your emergency kit: fuses and 


a flashlight with fresh batteries. 


—Investigate the innards of the toilet 


tank. Sometimes all It takes to stop a 
running toilet Is to jiggle the handle. 


"IF THE TOILET continues to run," 


Sally explalnes, "lift off the top of the 
tank and see If the rubber valve is stuck. 
This valve looks like a sawed-off rubber 
ball, and fits over a hole in the bottom of 


the tank. It may get stuck In lifted posi- 
tion, permitting water to continue flow- 
ing out of the tank. If you poke around 
with your finger, that may be enough to 
let the ball fall into place." 


—Buy and use a "plumber's helper." 


This Is a toilet plunger — a big rubber 
suction cup on the end of a handle about 
three feet long. "Every home should 
have one," Sally «aid. "If a toilet bowl 
gets stopped up, put the plunger in the 
bowl and work it up and down quickly o 
few times. The combination of suction 
and pressure usually will be enough to 
dislodge whatever is causing the stop- 
page." 


If a toilet Is running over, the first thing 


to do is turn off the water supplying the 
tank. Usually there's a valve underneath 
the tank. If there isn't, find out where 
the water shutoff is. 


—LEARN TO USE appliances proper- 


ly. Strange as it may seem, Sally says, 
many women don't know how to use even 
the ordinary kitchen equipment. Reading 


' instructions is the first order — even for 


something as simple as a refrigerator. 
Different makes and models have minor 
differences. If instructions are missing, 
write to the manufacturer, including 
model number. 


—Keep sink drains free of grease, fat 


and hair. The best way to cope with 
stopped-up drains is to avoid them in the 
first place. As much as possible avoid 
disposing of grease or fat in the sink. 
When doing dishes, Sally says, "run a 
stream of hot water into the sink to keep 
any grease and fat fluid and permit it to 
be washed out of the trap." 


Tub and shower drains usually arc 


clogged by hair. Use a strainer basket to 
catch most of this — and to avoid loss of 
rings, bobby pins, etc. Regular use of 
drain cleaner will keep drains clean, Sal- 
ly soys, but be sure to read and follow 
directions carefully. Most drain cleaners 
arc extremely caustic and dangerous 
chemicals. Do not use them around chil- 
dren or pets. 


YOU MIGHT want to add to your kit a 


plumber's snake which can be worked 


down clogged drains to clear obstruc- 
tions. 


From these fundamentals, many a 


woman may want to go on to other fix-it 
jobs, tightening loose handles and switch- 
plates, hanging pictures, replacing an 
electric cord plug. 


Sally suggests, however, that the pro- 


verbial dripping faucet be left for some- 
one with experience. It shouldn't be tack- 
led at any rate unless you can shut off 
water to the fixture. Most newer sinks 
have shut-off valves on the pipe. 


"Even then," he says, "know what 


you're doing or you're apt to wind up 
with a minor flood." 


Many a woman is far handier — and a 


lot 
m o r e willing — than some 


men. Necessity, or the desire to improve 
one's home are pretty strong incentives. 
Witness the number of women who've 
acquired expertise in painting and paper- 
hanging. 


If you've the will, you can find the 


way.

Food too salty? Try one of these tricks 


Dear Dorothy: What can you do when 


you've accidentally used too much salt In 
r"-h?-W. Pcrklnson 


' depends on what kind of dish you arc 
1 i.ic to correct. With soups and stews, 
i< • • popular way is to add carrots or po- 
tatoes, both of which absorb salt. There 
is one report about removing salt from a 
pot of food — placing a damp cloth over 
the pot and, as It simmers, sprinkling 
flour on the cloth and leaving It for a 
short while. As steam comes in contact 
with the flour, the salt is removed. 
Where salted ham Is concerned, some 
baste it with a lemony soda drink to get 
the taste they arc seeking. Another way 
of dealing with a too-salty ham is adding 
brown sugar. My own tendency when 
there Is a bit too much salt In food Is to 
disguise the taste with a little curry pow- 
der or monosodlum glutamatc, some- 
thing many people now shun.

Experiment tests woman's 


bodily reactions to space 


Beautiful Things for Her, 


Jar Him, and the Home 


ROBERT STRAND 


MOUNTAIN VIEW, Calif. — How 


would women react physiologically If 
sent as passengers aboard the space 
shuttles planned for the end of the dec- 
ade? 


"We don't know," says Dr. David Win- 


ter at the Ames- Research Center of the 
National Space and Aeronautics Adminis- 
tration. 


To find the answer, Winter ran a five- 


week experiment to see how eight Air 
Force nurses responded to simulated 
weightlessness and accelerated gravity. 


Weightlessness was approximated by 


keeping the nurses horizontal In bed for 
two weeks. They were not allowed to rise 
higher than on one elbow, and only when 
they ate. They showered by being run on 
a litter through an elongated dishwasher. 


Afterward, the nurses were fastened to 


a centrifuge to test their tolerance to the 
G forces of reentry. 


SIMILAR TESTS have been given 


men, but for women NASA has no com- 
parable data. 


The information will be Important In 


determining who gets to ride on the 
space shuttle rocket plane now under de- 
velopment as a transport to and from 
orbit. Prospective passengers are male 
and female scientists who wish to per- 
form n multitude of experiments 
In 


space. 


These are people of just plain good, or 


even ordinary health, In contrast with 
the astronauts whose health Is consid- 
ered superb. The scientists will come in 
widely varying ages. 


"There are going to be an awful lot of 


people who want to fly," Winters 
says. "There will be a lot of complaints 
about who docs."

Nurses In the experiment received ex- 


tensive' tests before and after the bed 
rest and centrifuge. The tests concerned 
changes in body chemistry and rhythms. 
Special electrodes provided a constant 
electrocardiogram, and a capsule radio- 
ed exact temperatures from Inside the 
body. 


Winter, who Is deputy director of life 


sciences at Ames, says the tests might 
suggest a program of "counter 
mea- 


sures." These could be devices such as 
different kinds of pressurized suits, or 
drugs which might lessen space travel's 
more dangerous effects.

Law for today... 


Q. We plan to buy a pickup truck and 


convert It to use as a recreational ve- 
hicle by permanently attaching a camper 
body. Will this be classified as a recrea- 
tional vehicle and will there be any re- 
strictions on whore «e can drive It and 
how fast since It will be our only form of 
transportation? 


A. Ordinarily, a pickup truck is classi- 


fied as a motor vehicle of the Second 
Division, must be licensed as a com- 
mercial vehcile (b plates) and is subject 
to safety Inspection every six months. 
However, such a vehicle may be classi- 
fied and licensed as a recreational ve- 
hicle (RV plates) if it is, to quote the 
law, "permanently converted and used 
for living quarters or for human habi- 
tation and not used as a commercial ve- 
hicle . . ." There are no restrictions on 
use of interstate or state highways by 
recreational vehicles although within mu- 
nicipalities, local ordinance may prohibit 
certain types of vehicles from use of cer- 
tain thoroughfares. Outside of urban dis- 
tricts, state law limits the speed of any 
recreational vehicle to 55 miles per hour 
or the posted speed, whichever is less. 


Histoplasmosis: it's a Midwest disease

Histoplasmosis Is a very common dis- 


order In many countries of the world, In- 
cluding United States — particularly in 
the Midwest region. 


It's a fungus disease nnd one that en- 


ters the body by the spores of the fungus 
being Inhaled Into the lungs. In many 
wnys It resembles tuberculosis. Except, I 
hasten to add, It Is usually spread by 
dust and areas where there Is mold and 
fungus growth such as chicken houses, 
cellars and caves, rather than from per- 
son to person. Also, In most Instances It 
Is not nearly as dangerous as tubercu- 
losis. 


TIIK VAST MAJORITY of people who 


have been exposed to hlstoplnsmosls — 
and In certain localities of the United 
States this Includes BO to 90 per cent of 
tlio population — will never know that 
they've been exposed to the fungi. They 
arc merely Inhaled Into the lungs, the 
body combats them, there Is no further 
progression, and the usual manifestation 
Is a positive skin test, similar to the typo 
of skin test that's used In diagnosing tu- 
berculosis. 


There arc some Individuals who have 


minor symptoms during the time they 
arc Initially exposed. This behaves very

much like a simple respiratory illness 
and In a more severe form may cause 
cough, shortness of breath, and even 
chfest pain. Almost all of the Individuals 
who have this type of initial response 
recover from the illness spontaneously. 
There may be no residual evidence in the 
lungs, or there may be some small calci- 
fications spread through different lung 
areas. The lymph nodes, particularly in 
the center of the chest, may become cal- 
cified. These can then be seen on X-rays 
and because of their diffuse calcified 
characteristics usually alert the doctor to 
the probability that the individual has 
had an episode of histoplasmosis in the 
past. 


INDIVIDUALS WHO have recovered 


from the respiratory form that I men- 
tioned above are not likely to have any 
further difficulties either. 


Rarely, and I want to emphasize rare- 


ly, the disease can spread throughout the 


body and effect numerous organs just as 


tuberculosis can spread and involve oth- 
er organs. There are a variety of symp- 
toms that can then result depending on 
the organs Involved and how seriously 
they arc damaged. 


This complication is known as dis- 


seminated histoplasmosis and it can be 
treated with reasonable success. Consid- 
ering the point that the vast majority of 
the population in some regions have had 
histoplasmosis and their body has coped 
with It, nnd the extreme rarity of the 
disseminated form in general histoplas- 
mosis, it is considered as a "benign" dis- 
order, meaning as far as the total health 
picture is concerned it's not very Impor- 
tant and not very likely to pose any 
serious threat to health.

Self-help for parents 
Foundation formed 
to curb child abuse 


A foundation has been formed In Cook 


County to coordinate agencies and create 
programs aimed at combating child 
abuse. 


Donna S. Bradshaw, president of the 


W. Clement and Jesse V. Stone Founda- 
tion, will head the Family Life Achieve- 
ment Center located in the Illinois Ma- 
sonic Medical Center, Chicago. 


In a recent news conference, Miss 


Bradsahw said the foundation will try a 
totally new approach in reaching abusive 
parents. 


"Wo will be using a lot of para- 


professionals to work with these people. I 
know there will be those in our profes- 
sion who will disagree with me, but I feel 
paraprofcssionals can help as much or 
more than professionals In this field." 


THE FOUNDATION also will provide 


a hot line staffed by rehabilitated child 
abusers forming Parent's Anonymous 
groups. They will attempt to bring abu- 
sive parents into the self-help groups, 
which operate on the same theory as Al- 
coholics Anonymous. 


"We need to flood the city with these 


groups," Miss Bradsahw said, "we see 
ourselves as forming new alternatives to 
what Is happening now (In the field or 
child abuse)... We want to link parents 
to a support group. We believe that 90 
per cent of these people can be helped." 


The first project of the 
foundation, 


which has received a beginning grant In 
excess of $500,000, will be a national con- 
ference Nov. 26-27 at the University of 
Chicago, About BO of the nation's fore- 
most authorities on child abuse and neg- 
lect are expected to attend to pool knowl-

edge and devise workable programs for 
the foundation. 


MISS BKADSIIAW said the foundation 


will concentrate on the prevention of 
child abuse, as well as rehabilitation for 
both the parents and the abused child. 


"Some authorities believe . . . that 


children arc generally better off staying 
in their family setting, that abusers have 
often been victims in their own childhood 
and that self-help groups can be rehabi- 
litative," she said. 


Miss Bradshaw said her dream Is to 


use Cook County as a target for the first 
year of the program. Using the city and 
suburbs as a model program would "an- 
swer some of the hows and whys," she 
said. 


Next year she hopes to set up offices 


and implement programs statewide; af- 
ter another year she would like to oper- 
ate FLAG regionally. Within five to 10 
years she hopes to reach her goal of 
making the foundation a national organi- 
zation.

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Cement shortage puts halt to Dundee Road work

Construction on Dundee Road has been 


shut down Indcflnlctly due to a cement 
shortage, llius making It unlikely two 
lanes of tlie road will be paved by w In- 
ter. 


Albert Slfrer, project engineer for the 


Illinois Division of Highways, said late 
Friday. "Wo are 
completely 
closed 


down. We arc asking our cement supplier 
for special consideration so we can get 
IliU project finished." 


The project consists of widening and 


paving 16,000 feet of Dundee Road be- 
tween Elmhurst Itoad and III. Rtc. 53. 
through Wheeling. Arlington Height! and 
Buffalo Grove. 


Workmen began paving wc«t 
from 


Elmhurst Road about 10 days ago. but 
work stopped last Tuesday when cement 
supplies ran out. So far workmen have 
only gotten to about Schocnbcck Itoad in 
Wheeling. 


Sifrcr said Friday he doubted whether 


two lanes of the road would bo paved to 
Rtc. 53 by winter. "The situation is get- 
ting worse. It doesn't look good at all." 
he said. 


IN ADDITION TO the cement short- 


age. Sifrcr said workers probably will be 
faced with weather problems because of 
the time of year. Concrete cannot be 


poured he said when rain, snow or cold 
temperatures exist. 


Although unsure, Sifrcr said he is hope- 


ful additional supplies of cement may be- 
come available by Wednesday. Before 
paving will resume, at least 18 truck- 
loads of concrete must be supplied to the 
project,he said. That much is needed, he 
sold to justify calling crews back to 
work. 


Sifrcr also said state officials arc at- 


tempting to obtain cement from a varie- 
ty of suppliers, Providing an adequate 
supply can be obtained and the weather 
remains good, workers can pave about 
1,500 feet of road a day, he said, 


As of Friday afternoon, three streets in 


Wheeling that had been closed because uf 
the construction, had been reopened. The 
streets. Cedar Drive, Redwood Trail and 
Schoenbeck Road had been closed for 
several dajs to allow the concrete to dry 
at the intersections. 


ONCE CONSTRUCTION resumes, sev- 


cral other streets will be closed in Wheel- 
ing and Buffalo Grove. In Wheeling. Lau- 
rel Trail will be closed on the south side 
and in Buffalo Grove, Golfvicw Tcr- 
rancc, Arlington Heights Road and Buf- 
falo Grove Road will be closed on the 
north side of Dundee Road. The streets 
will be closed when paving reaches the 
intersections. 


Motorists arc asked to be on the alert 


for barricades, warning signs and de- 
tours directing them through the con- 
struction areas. Drivers are asked to 
avoid Dundee Road, if possible, and use 
alternate routes while the intersecting 
streets arc closed 


Last week the Buffalo Grove Village 


Board passed a resolution asking that 
two lanes of the road be completed by- 
Dec. I. Village officials said completion 
of the lanes will partially eliminate 
some of the present traffic hazards. 


Since construction began, the road lias 


been the scene of numerous auto acci- 
dents.

Commission have told developer Ray 
Brozio he must revise his plan for retail 
stores on Dundee Road if he expects to 
get their approval. 


Brozio has proposed a building for the 


half-acre site, on the south side of Dim- 
dee Rood near Betty Drive, which would 
house three to five businesses. Earlier 
the village approved a plan for property 
which would have allowed operation of a 
pottery shop and school. 


Drozio, however, has purchased the 


land and wishes to change the plan. Un- 
der the previous plan, the owner of the 
property was to use on existing building 
for the shop and school. The building was 
recently torn down. 


Brozio has proposed building a one-sto- 


ry building to replace the previous struc- 
ture. Jack Whisler, a representative for 


Brozio, told the plan commission last 
week he thinks what his client has pro- 
posed is an improvement over what was 
previously approved for the site.

"If it (the project) conforms to the ordi- 
nances, approve it or throw out the ordi- 
nances," lie said. 


Comr. Stan Haarr said he does not like 


what has been proposed but thinks the 
small size of the property limits the type 
of building that can be constructed. 


S E V E R A L COMMISSIONERS said 


they thought a few minor changes in the 
design of the building could make it 
much more attractive. They suggested 
Brozio consider staggering the fronts of 
the stores to prevent the monotony of a 
solid rectangular mass. It was also sug- 
gested that the size of the front windows 
in the stores be reduced somewhat. 


Whisler said he would discuss the pos- 


sibility of making those changes with the 
developer's architect. 


He said he is not sure what kind of 


businesses would rent the stores, but real 
estate firms, a carpeting company, an 
auto parts store, a furniture store and a 
delicatessen have all expressed interest 
in renting space. The annexation agree- 
ment prohibits a tavern or restaurant on 
the property. 


Plan Commission Chairman Carl Gen- 


rich suggested the developer consider 
renting the building to doctors or den- 
tists He said he thinks offices would be 
more dcsireable. 


Whisler, however, said he feels the 


owner would have a difficult time renting 
the building for office use. The use the 
developer has proposed, Whisler said, 
blends in well with the surrounding area. 


The plan commission will meet with 


the developer in a workshop session on 
Nov. 28 to discuss the proposal further.

Recreation and leisure activities will 


play a greater role in peoples' lives in 
the near future, especially in light of the 
energy crisis, said Joseph E. Curtis, past 
president of the American Park and Rec- 
reation Society during the Illinois Park 
and Recreation Conference last week at 
the Arlington Park Towers. 


Curtis on Friday addressed hundreds 


of delegates from park and recreation 
districts throughout the state and other 
recreation authorities and told them that 
recreation need not only be thought of as 
merely boys and girls playing in sand- 
boxes. 


"It also is activities like skiing at As- 


pen (Colo.), at retirement homes and 
ocean trips," he said, adding that recrea- 
tion keeps a person fit mentally and 
physically. 


PARKS AND RECREATION repre- 


sents $25 billion of the gross national 
product last year, Curtis said. However, 
nearly $250 billion, or one-fourth of the 
gross national product was generated 
from all forms of leisure, from fine 
wines to a family's second or third car. 


But in the next year, leisure will in- 


crease to one third of the gross national 
product or nearly $300 billion, he added. 


"The energy crisis will be a great in- 


fluence in this," Curtis said, "money 
will become tight and the panic will go 
off. But history has shown us, like during 
the depression and war, that's when rec- 
reation got Its greatest boost." 


CURTIS ALSO stressed that those in- 


volved in commercial recreation should 
not look at their work as merely a means 
of making money, but as adding good to 
the realm of recreation. 


Leisure activities include anything that 


a person pursues outside of work. It can 
include sports like bicycling, tennis and 
golf, or hobbies like sewing, stamp col- 
lecting or gardening. It can also be luxu- 
ries or fun, like going to the movies, buy- 
ing an expensive bottle of wine or taking 
a Sunday drive in the country.

~ 


Oakton expansion plans told 


by KATIIEIUNE BOYCE 


The Oakton Community College 


district uill nearly double in size and 
enrollment If a map which combines 
four North Shore high school districts 
with the college becomes law next 
year. 


A preliminary map, annexing 


Highland Park-Deerfleld, Glenbrook, 
New Trier and Evanston school dis- 
tricts with Oakton, was presented to 
the Illinois Community College Board 
by its staff Friday. It represents the 
state's first attempt to place the 
Noith Shore In a community college 
district. 


The map will come back to the 


state board for approval at Us next 
meeting Dec. 14 and, If approved, It 
will be subject to hearings and refer- 
enda by citizens of the North Shore 
communities. 


Several possible sites for a per- 


manent campus for Oakton will be- 
come available to the college if the 
map is approved. Two sites have al- 
ready been discussed by the Oakton 
board. One Is the Tcchny site, 1,100 
acres nt Willow and Waukegan roads 
which is owned by two Catholic or- 
ders, and a ISO-acre site at Mil- 
waukee Avenue and the Tri-state 
Tollway, which is owned by the Zen- 


ith Radio Corp. Both are located in 
Northfield Township. 


IT MAY BE another year before 


Oakton can get state approval of 
these sites or any sites within its pre- 
sent boundaries bceau.se the state 
map will not become law until Aug 
1, 1374. 


In the meantime, the map may be 


changed by the state board or by two 
types of referenda which mav be 
passed by North Shore residents. 
North Shore residents may hold a 
referendum to form their own college 
district or they may hold a refeien- 
dum to stay out of any community 
college district. 


One of the reasons the staff of the

OAKTON UOAItl) chairman Paul 


Gilson said in a prepared statement 
Friday he is pleased with the annex- 
ation of the North Shore because it 
will allow for a broader range of aca- 
demic and vocational programs in 
the combined district. He also said it 
will "permit Oakton to get a quick 
decision on a site" by opening up 
more possible locations for a per- 
manent campus. 


Oakton officials have, in recent 


weeks, been arguing about whether 
to choose a site for the college imme- 
diately or wait for the final state 
map in hopes of being able to choose 
a site on the North Shore. At a recent 
meeting, three members of the Oak- 
ton board of trustees tried *.o force 
the board to choose a site, but were 
thwarted by Gilson and three other 
board members. 


A member of a citizen's committee 


on the North Shore which recently 
asked the state board to create a 
community college district for the 
North Shore said Friday the state ac- 
tion virtually assures a North Shore 
referendum on the question of a com- 
munity college. 


Bill Spaulding, chairman of the 


committee said, "I'm really pleased 
that they've done this. I've always 
wanted our people to agree to let vot- 
ers make the choice."

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Speaker nt park conference: 
Energy crisis may 
affect 


nation's recreation boom 


by BETTY LEE 


Recreation and leisure activities will 


play a greater role In peoples' lives in 
the near future, especially In light of the 
energy crisis, said Joseph E. Curtis, past 
president of the American Park and Rec- 
reation Society during the Illinois Park 
and Recreation Conference last week at 
the Arlington Park Towers. 


Curtis on Friday addressed hundreds 


of delegates from park and recreation 
districts throughout the state and other 
recreation authorities and told them that 
recreation need not only be thought of as 
merely boys and girls playing In sand- 
boxes. 


"It also Is activities like skiing at As- 


pen (Colo.), at retirement homes and 
ocean trips," he said, adding that recrea- 
tion keeps a person fit mentally and 
physically. 


PARKS AND RECREATION repre- 


sents $2.3 billion of the gross national 
product last year, Curtis said. However, 
nearly $230 billion, or one-fourth of the 
gross national product was generated 
from all forms of leisure, from fine 
wines to a family's second or third car. 


But In the next year, leisure will in- 


crease to one third of the gross national 
product or nearly $300 billion, he added. 


"The energy crisis will bo a groat In- 


fluence In this," Curtis said, "money 
will become tight and the panic will go 
off. But history has shown us, like during 
the depression and war, that's when rec- 
reation got Its greatest boost." 


CURTIS ALSO stressed that those in- 


volved In commercial recreation should 
not look at their work as merely a means 
of making money, but as adding good to 
the realm of recreation. 


Leisure activities Include anything that 


a person pursues outside of work. It can 
Include sports like bicycling, tennis and 
golf, or hobbles like sewing, stamp col- 
lecting or gardening. It can also be luxu- 
ries or fun, like going to the movies, buy- 
Ing an expensive bottle of wine or taking 
a Sunday drive in the country. 


Curtis cited several reasons why recre- 


ation will or need to Increase: 


• A weakening family structure. "The 


family erosion la alarming," said Curtis. 
"The father goes on lots of business 
trips, the mother bos lots of activities. 


• High mobility. "This does not mean 


we commute a lot. It means that job 
seekers move around," he said. 


• Economics. "There's animated mon- 


ey. I know it docs sound strange, he said. 
"We have to read the finance pages of 
the paper to do. our best economically." 
Curtis added people often have money to 
spend but don't always know how to 
spend It or spend wisely. 


Curtis also emphasized the importance 


of women and students In strengthing the 
field of recreation. 
"Involve women 


more, they're not men with different bod- 
ies," he said. In many cases they are 
more creative, more sensitive and more 
humble than us staunch males. Young 
and old, they're valuable people.

For example, they will develop 
skills in reading, listening, speaking and 
writing, along with the ability to reason 
and to communicate ideas and feelings. 


• Students gain the knowledge and 


skills of a general education. For ex- 
ample, they will begin to develop con- 
cepts and skills in natural and social sci- 
ences, health, safety and physical educa- 
tion along with the ability to com- 
prehend, enjoy and assess literature, fine 
arts and mass media of communication. 


• Students acquire the skills and atti- 


tudes required for Independent learning. 
For example, they will begin to develop 
intellectual curiosity and enthusiasm for 
continued learning along with skills in 
evaluating their own efforts. 


• Students discover and cultivate their 


creative writing talents. 


• Students build a positive attitude of 


self worth. For example, they will begin 
to develop insights, understandings and 
confidences that produce a self-respect- 
ing individual. 


• Students examine moral and ethical 


values. For example, they will begin to 
develop awareness of the relationship be- 
tween one's values and one's behavior 
and the relationship between one's own 
values and the values of others. 


• Students acquire an understanding of 


the rights, responsibilities and obliga- 
tions of participation in the family, com- 
munity, nation and the world. 


• Students learn ways in which people 


understand and accept each other. For 
example, they will begin to develop ap- 
preciation for and understanding of vari- 
ous cultures, their people and contribu- 
tions along with respect for both minor- 
ity and majority decisions.

School boss hopes he can 'get it all together9

John Frldlund, recently appointed su- 


perintendent of School Dist. 26, Mount 
Prospcct-Dcs Plaines, sees his new role 
as that of a facilitator. In short, he's the 
guy whose Job it Is "to get It alt togeth- 
er." 


Frldlund Is a great believer In the old 


maxim that two heads arc better than 
one and Intends to utilize the knowledge 
and skills of other administrators, teach- 
ers and parents to arrive at the best so- 
lutions to school problems. 


The tall, kindly-looking man knits his 


brows thoughtfully and carefully consid- 
ers his words before explaining the job 
ho fccU he's taking on as superintendent. 


"The old days of school administration 


when an administrator made decisions 
without consulting anybody are over," he 
sold. "People want to participate and I 
want to capitalize on what they have to 
offer." 


FRIDLUND (pronounced Frcedlund) 


considers parents one of the best re- 
sources available to him and is making a 


concerted effort to meet and talk with as 
many as possible. 


"I hope my administration Is charac- 


terized by a great relationship with par- 
ent-teacher groups," he said. "Where 
else can you reach the child — the only 
way to reach him Is by the school and 
the parents working together." 


He Is also impressed with the amount 


of Interest parents express In school af- 
fairs. Ho has attended several parent 
meetings since his appointment. 


"The amazing thing here is the com- 


munication between the community and 
the school board," Fridlund said. "I con- 
sider this a great opportunity. Whoever 
has paved the way here has laid a great 
groundwork." 


Part of the reason for parent en- 


thusiasm, Fridlund believes, may be due 
to the relative youth of the district that 
was established around 1024. People ore 
not fighting tradition, he said. 


"I THINK MOST people come out here 


with high aspirations for an educational 


"program. We have to fill then- ex- 
pectations by providing a school system 
to meet their needs," he said. 


He likes the idea that Dist. 26 residents 


appear open to new Innovations and 
seem receptive to progressive ideas. 


"We've just made some major 


changes, like the new reporting system, 
and people are really responding well. It 
has been wonderful the way the staff has 
been able to work with parents." 


The age of the district was just one of 


the selling points that persuaded Frld- 
lund to leave a good position as director 
of business affairs for a large Oak Park 
School district. 


Some of his comments on the oper- 


ations of the district are: 


• On the educational program: "I 


think this district has a strong program. 
In fact, I'm absolutely Impressed. Like 
most districts, we're proceeding toward 
more and more Individualized education 
and I think that's good. I want to see the 
educational level of all children im- 
proved. We want to look at where we are 


now and set reasonable goals to where 
we should be." 


• On the school board: "The school 


board represents widely diversified inter- 
ests which is great. They speak from a 
variety of points of view and opinions. 
It's good too, that there arc three women 
on the board. It usW to be that the at- 
titude toward women on school boards 
was a very chauvinistic one. Thwe might 
be one woman on the board and the idea 
was that she would keep everybody in- 
formed on PTA activities. That attitude 
doesn't exist here." 


• On the physical plant: "I like the 


fact that all the buildings are relatively 
new — there are no major problems The 
district doesn't appear to be growing 
now. I don't think there'll be any great 
development." 


• On the cooperation between the 


school district and the park district: 
"That's one thing that really heartens 
me — a program that keeps boys and 
girls involved almost from the minute 
they wake up until they go to bed is not 
only good, but essential. The park dis- 


trict here is not just for recreation, it's 
part of the educational program." 


• On the administration of the district: 


"I like the volunteer teacher's aide pro- 
gram. We have a well-organized lunch- 
room program that is a real strength of 
the district and a transportation system 
that is economical and efficient." 


FRIDLUND SAID because the details 


of running the district are capably han- 
dled by those under him, he can concen- 
trate more on functioning as an educa- 
tional leader rather than as an adminis- 
trator. 


Fridlund meets once each week with 


all seven principals in the district and 
spends as much time as possible in the 
schools because, he said, "that's where 
the action is." 


"I want to build the schools around the 


media centers," he said. "They're the 
place for educational experiences for 
both children and parents. A place for 
everyone to meet and exchange ideas. 
That isn't a new Idea here. I just want to 
strengthen and build on what's already 
been started."

dcrwccl and Ted Stnddler who approved 
the recommendation — Trustee George 
Specs, who sat in on the meeting, said he 
supported the condominium proposal.

To approval an action, four votes are

not believe the building height would be 
unsuitable because of the additional set- 
back. They also said the building ap- 
peared to be well-planned. 


THE REQUEST to modify the sideynrd 


requirements was made by Centex 
Homes Corp, 


Under the revised village zoning ordi- 


nances, sidcyards must be minimum of 
eight feet, with no extensions permitted. 
The old ordinance required only five feet, 
with a one-foot extension allowed. 


A large number of Centex homes cither 


now under construction or planned for 
the area west of Rtc. 53, were found to 
violate the new ordinance. Most of the 
violations were more than a one-foot ex- 
tension, with some projecting more than 
three-feet into the sideyard. 


Special village board action permitted 


Centex to finish homes where construc- 
tion had started. AH other homes were to 
comply with the ordinances. 


Ccnt'cx then requested a change in the 


ordinances to permit a two-foot exten- 
sion. 


THE VILLAGE plan commission had 


r e c o m m e n d e d against the Centex 
request, stating that the eight-foot-with- 
no-cxtcnsion-allovvcd ordinance should be 
retained. 


The committee members, 
however, 


said retention of the ordinance as written 
would make most of the homes in the 
village in violation of the ordinance, be- 
cause these homes already had exten- 
sions into the sidcyards. 


By recommending the eight-foot side- 


yard with a maximum one-foot exten- 
sion, the committee members said the 
village would retain the open space de- 
sired, while not making the majority of 
homes in the village in violation of the 
law. 


Kcnna slad he was not willing to grant 


more than the one foot. He said because 
most of the Centex homes were In viola- 
tion by more than a foot it was obvious 
the company did not pay any attention to 
the village's zoning ordinance.

THE GOALS selected by Dist. 59 arc:

skills of communication and compu- 
tation. For example, they will develop 
skills in reading, listening, speaking and 
writing, along with the ability to reason 
and to communicate ideas and feelings. 


• Students gain the knowledge and 


skills of a general education. For ex- 
ample, they will begin to develop con- 
cepts and skills In natural and social sci- 
ences, health, safety and physical educa- 
tion along with the ability to com- 
prehend, enjoy and assess literature, fine 
arts and mass media of communication. 


• Students acquire the skills and atti- 


tudes required for independent learning. 
For example, they will begin to develop 
intellectual curiosity and enthusiasm for 
continued learning along with skills in 
evaluating their own efforts. 


• Students discover and cultivate their 


creative writing talents. 


• Students build a positive attitude of 


self worth. For example, they will begin 
to develop insights, understandings and 


confidences that produce a self-respect- 
ing individual. 


• Students examine moral and ethical 


values. For example, they will begin to 
develop awareness of the relationship be- 
tween one's values and one's behavior 
and the relationship between one's own 
values and the values of others. 


• Students acquire an understanding of 


the rights, responsibilities and obliga- 
tions of participation in the family, com- 
munity, nation and the world. 


• Students learn ways in which people 


understand and accept each other. For 
example, they will begin to develop ap- 
preciation for and understanding of vari- 
ous cultures, their people and contribu- 
tions along with respect for both minor- 
ity and majority decls.ons.

$2,300 increase in salary this year and a contract which will 
expire In June, 1976. 


Kobe's contract was approved by the Dlst. 211 Board of 


Education Thursday following a closed session. This Is the 
first time a Dlst. 211 superintendent has been given a con- 
tract. It provides for an annual salary of $37,000 subject to 
performance Increases in salary each year and becomes ef- 
fective Dec. 1. 


A study of superintendent salaries In 38 Chicago suburban 


high schools made last year shows 11 superintendents with 
salaries of more than $37,000, according to Kolze.

dum, rejected the building and sites committee's recommen- 
dation that the questions go to voters as a single package. 


Board member Adam Jclcn argued against including the 


administration center specifically, In the total referendum. 


Arlcnc Czajkowskl suggested an attitude survey be token of 


voters before ballots are prepared and convinced the board to 
go to two referendum questions. 


Those board members who wanted the administration cen- 


ter separated from the total referendum package stressed 
they were not against construction of such a facility but want- 
ed voters to have a choice. 


Board Prcs. Donnlc Rudd said If the administration center 


vote is defeated he will bring it back to voters In 90 days. 


"I am that convinced that it, loo, Is a necessary part of the 


educational benefits," he said. 


Wayne Schalblc, superintendent, said he does not fear ask- 


ing voters for approval on an administration center. "I can 
take the facts to the resident and am confident they will 
approve a facility that will allow us to better run this growing 
district," he said. 


The bulk of the referendum deals with $3 million recon- 


struction program to Blackhawk, Cam panel li, Fairvicw, Hill- 
crest, Hoffman, Lakcvlcw, Schaumburg and Twinbrook 
schools andmorc than $12 million for new school buildings. 


The district expects the school enrollment to increase from 


its present enrollment of 15,511 to 24,150 by 19BO.

Carbon monoxide 
poisoning case 
traced to auto 


Tests conducted by the Arlington 


Heights Police Department last week in- 
dicate the carbon monoxide fumes that 
hospitalized the Richard Hansen family 
may have come from the family car 
being run Inside the garage. 


According to police reports, Hansen 


was warming his car engine inside the 
garage for about 10 minutes Tuesday 
night before going to bed. He reportedly 
told police he had experienced engine 
trouble recently. 


Police said a cold air exchange vent 


from the garage to the house was about 
two feet away from the car's exhaust 
pipe. According to police tests, high car- 
bon monoxide readings were produced in 
the house after running the car for ten 
minutes inside the garage. Police said 
the level of the fumes continued to rise 
half an hour after the engine was shut 
off. 


HOLLY HANSEN. 19, was in serious 


condition yesterday at Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital. She had been In a coma 
following the accident Tuesday, but her 
condition improved from critical to 
serious during the weekend. 


Her parents, Richard and Lois, were 


listed in fair condition, and Laurie, 14, 
and Richard Jr., 12, were both in serious 
but improving condition yesterday. Wen- 
dy, 18, was released from the hospital 
Friday. 


All members of the family were found 


unconscious in their home at 510 S. 
C l e v e l a n d Ave., Arlington Heights 
Wednesday afternoon. Police said Wendy 
regained consciousness long enough to 
telephone for help. 


Air samples taken in the house shortly 


after the family was discovered report- 
edly found traces of carbon monoxide, 
but not enough to cause sickness, author- 
ities said. 


The family cat was also found dead in 


the house. According to toxologists from 
Forest Hospital, Des Plalncs, tests 
showed the animal died of carbon mono- 
xide poisoning.

It can 
include sports like bicycling, tennis and 
golf, or hobbies like sewing, stamp col- 
lecting or gardening. It can also be luxu- 
ries or fun, like going to the movies, buy- 
ing an expensive bottle of wine or taking 
a Sunday drive in the country.

were the Committee to Rcclcct President 
Nixon, members of the White House staff 
and Royal Chemical Co. of St. Louis, 
Mo., (he firm alleged to have given Wll- 
konlng the gifts. 


The Wilkening resolution cites past 


statements by ROOST that it is respon- 
sible to the public for actions of candi- 
dates It slates and elects to office. "The 
acceptance by public officials of gra- 
tuities from companies or persons with 
whom they do public business Is unac- 
ceptable, however small the gratuities 
may be," the committee stated. 


COMMITTEEMAN Donald L. Totten, 


state representative for the 3rd District, 
said most committee members believed 
Wllkcnlng's Intent was Innocent of bribe 
allegations, but felt the organization 
could not condone his accepting gifts 
from chemical suppliers. "Ralph must 
therefore be called upon to resign," -Tot- 
ten said. 


Totten also noted that the Wilkening 


resolution can be called "a pressure tac- 


tic" by "the people who were in- 
strumental" in Wilkcning's election. 


"But it can have no official public 


force, since ROOST Is a political, not a 
public body," said Totten. 


ROOST "CONDEMNS" Royal In an- 


other resolution offered by committee 
member William Catlin. Royal's "Illegal 
activities should not get off scott-frce 
while the government officials take the 
brunt of criticism. They're just as open 
to criticism," said Catlin. 


Although the committee did not dis- 


close voting totals on the other resolu- 
tions, all 34 committee members present 
for the meeting voted In favor of the con- 
demnation of Royal. 


Citing "deceitful campaign practices at 


the national level," the central com- 
mittee "expresses disapproval of all per- 


sons having engaged in illegal campaign 
activities" in Its third resolution. 


The resolution named "a small group 


of people on the White House staff and 
within the Committee to reeled the Pres- 
ident" as having participated in the ille- 
gal activities. It noted local party organi- 
zations were not aware of and had not 
been consulted on the Presidential cam- 
paign activities. But local GOPs will 
"bear major responsibility for repairing 
the political damage," it said. 


THE COMMITTEE called for renewed 


Importance of local organizations ta 
forming party thought and practices. 


G l e n n H o f f m a n n , deputy com- 


mltteeman, offered the Watergate resolu- 
tion, and noted "debate was rather spir- 
ited." The committee made several lan- 
guage changes before approving it, be- 


cause of "concern the public would mis- 
read our support for the President," he 
said.

The complete 4.7-mile trail is expected to be fin- 
ished next spring. In the meantime, the district 
may pump the pond dry. 


Bicyclists along a 200-yard section of 


the new Palatine Trail are being stymied 
by a large puddle (some call it a Inkei 
blocking the trail east of Smith Sttcc.1. 


• Park commissioners are working with 
officials from Palatlne-Holling Meadows 
School Dist. 15 to clear the water-logged 
trail. The park district constructed the 
trail during the summer, but it has been 
used by area youngsters as a direct 
route to Dist. 15's recently-opened Pala- 
tine Hills Junior High School. 


"We anticipated an occasional problem 


at that point, but we did not anticipate it 
would stay." Pork Director Fred P. Hall 
said last week. 


Now the district is contemplating sev- 


eral possible solutions, Including bridging 
thf water, rerouting the trail around it. 
filling in the low area, or periodically 
pumping out the lake when it blocks the 
trail. 


Until a more permanent solution is de- 


termined, the district is planning to 
pump out the pond between rains. 


The portion of the trail east of Smith 


Street will be connected with the restluf 
the trail farthci east next spring. The 
4.7-mile bike and hiking path was ap- 
proved in a 1972 referendum and is ex- 
pected to cost $122.000: 


Two miles of the trail are on Com- 


monwealth Edison Co. right-of-way, un- 
der a long-term lease arrangement with 
the park district.

Supt. Kolze gets 


S.,300 pay raise 


High School Dlst. 211 Supt. Richard Kolzc has been given a 


$2,300 increase in salary this year and a contract which will 
expire In June, 1976. 


Kolze's contract was approved by the Dist. 211 Board of 


Education Thursday following a closed session. This is the 
first time a Dlst. 211 superintendent has been given a con- 
tract. It provides for an annual salary of $37,000 subject to 
performance Increases In salary each year and becomes ef- 
fective Dec. l. 


A study of superintendent salaries in 38 Chicago suburban 


high schools made last year shows 11 superintendents with 
salaries of more than $37,000, according to Kolze. 


The contract is "an example of the mutual trust and faith 


that has built up between the board and myself," said Kolzc. 
The board and the administration "work as a team," he said, 
and It "indicates that the team Is functioning well." 


Kolze was graduated from Palatine High School In 1347 and 


returned to teach industrial education and become basketball 
coach in 1957. He later became a department chairman. He 
became principal of Fremd High School in 1964, assistant 
superintendent in 1969 and superintendent in 1970. 


The board also approved salary Increases Thursday for 


Hose Wick, district food services supervsior, and James Cu- 
lotta, head building engineer at Palatine High School. Mrs. 
wick will receive $17,000, an increase of $1,400, and Culotta 
will receive $15,000, an Increase of $1,400. 
Can limit foreign students 


The High School Dlst. 211 board has approved a policy that 


gives the high school principals and superintendent power to 
limit the number of foreign exchange students in each of the 
district's five schools. 


The policy also requires all organizations sponsoring for- 


eign exchange students to be approved by the district's ad- 
ministrative council. 


In September the board had considered limiting the number

on the board and participates in meetings. Students said 
communication with the board was poor and students wanted 
more voice in determining school policy. 


The request at that time was denied when Creek told the 


students they were not making use of existing channels of 
communication.

Recreation and leisure activities will 


play a greater role in peoples' lives in 
the near future, especially in light of the 
energy crisis, said Joseph E. Curtis, past 
president of the American Park and Rec- 
reation Society during the Illinois Park 
and Recreation Conference last week at 
the Arlington Park Towers. 


Curtis on Friday addressed hundreds 


of delegates from park and recreation 
districts throughout the state and other 
recreation authorities and told them that 
recreation need not only be thought of as 
merely boys and girls playing in sand- 
boxes. 


"It also is activities like skiing at As- 


pen (Colo.), at retirement homes and 
ocean trips," he said, adding that recrea- 
tion keeps' a person fit mentally and 
physically. 


PARKS AND RECREATION repre- 


sents $2.5 billion of the gross national 
product last year, Curtis said. However, 
nearly $250 billion, or one-fourth of the 
gross national product was generated 
from all forms of leisure, from fine 
wines to a family's second or third car. 


But in the next year, leisure will In- 


crease to one third of the gross national 
product or nearly $300 billion, he added. 


"The energy crisis will be a great in- 


fluence In this," Curtis said, "money 
will become tight and the panic will go 
off. But history has shown us, like during 
the depression and war, that's when rec- 
reation got Its greatest boost." 


CURTIS ALSO stressed that those in- 


volved in commercial recreation should 
not look at their work as merely a means 
of making money, but as adding good to 
the realm of recreation. 


Leisure activities include anything that 


a person pursues outside of work. It can 
include sports like bicycling, tennis and 
golf, or hobbies like sewing, stamp col- 
lecting or gardening. It can also be luxu- 
ries or fun, like going to the movies, buy- 
Ing an expensive bottle of wine or taking 
a Sunday drive in the country. 


Curtis cited several reasons why recre- 


ation will or need to Increase: 


• A weakening family structure. "The 


family erosion is alarming," said Curtis. 
"The father goes on lots of business 
trips, the mother has lots of activities. 


• High mobility. "This docs not mean 


we commute a lot. It means that job 
seekers move around," he said. 


• Economics. "There's animated mon- 


ey. I know it does sound strange, he said. 
"We have to read the finance pages of 
the paper to do our best economically." 
Curtis added people often have money to 
spend but don't always know how to 
spend it or spend wisely. 


Curtis also emphasized the Importance 


of women and students in strengthing the 
field of recreation. "Involve women 
more, they're not men with different bod- 
ies," he said. In many cases they are 
more creative, more sensitive and more 
humble than us staunch males. Young 
and old, they're valuable people.

Speaker at park conference: 
'Energy crisis may affect

But history has shown us, like during 
the depression and war, that's when rec- 
reation got its greatest boost." 


CURTIS ALSO stressed that those in- 


volved in commercial recreation should 
not look at their work as merely a means 
of making money, but as adding good to 
the realm of recreation. 


Lctsuic activities include anything that 


a person pursues outside of work. It can 
include sports like bicycling, tennis and 
golf, or hobbles like sewing, stamp col- 
lecting or gardening. It can also be luxu- 
ries or fun, like going to the movies, buy- 
ing an expensive bottle of wine or taking 
a Sunday drive in the country. 


Curtis cited several reasons why recre- 


ation will or need to Increase: 


• A weakening family structure. "The 


family erosion is alarming," said Curtis. 
"The father goes on lots of business 
trips, the mother lias lots of activities. 


• High mobility. "This does not mean 


we commute a lot. It means that job 
seekers move around," he said. 


• Economics. "There's animated mon- 


ey. I know it docs sound strange, he said. 
"We have to read the finance pages of 
the paper to do our best economically." 
Curtis added people often have money to 
spend but don't always know how to 
spend It or spend wisely. 


Curtis also emphasized the importance 


of women and students In strengthlng the 
field of recreation. "Involve women 
more, they're not men with different bod- 
ies," he said. In many cases they are 
more creative, more sensitive and more 
humble than us staunch males. Young 
and old, they're valuable people. 


Coupon 
redemption now 
at $1,300 mark 


Preliminary totals on the number of

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Airport bus service suspended 


The Continental Air Transport Co., 


which operates bus service along 
Northwest Highway to and 
from 


O'Hare Airport, will suspend service 
to this area indefinitely Thursday be- 
cause of a diesel fuel shortage. 


John Connolly, director of sales 


and service, said the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission Friday approved 
the bus route cuts that will eliminate 
$h"e 6 a.m. service originating daily 
from Barrington and the 5:30 p.m. 
daily service from the airport. 


"During the (energy) crisis, we've 


been trying to get additional fuel... 


but it doesn't look like we'll get 
any," he said. He added that Conti- 
nental's bus service also has been 
cut back in Milwaukee and Joliet. 


The bulk of the company's business 


is from Chicago's Loop to the air- 
port, and Connolly said this route 
will continue. 


He said the diesel supplier gave no

were voiced by board member Bonnie 
Hannon. She urged the board to avoid 
any "us against them situation," or 
bounties on vandals. 


"Continue Instead to use positive ac- 


tion and encourage children that they arc 
taking care of (heir own school. Don't 
give them an opportunity to think It's 
clever to outwit the establishment," she 
said. 


Mrs. Czajkowski said the district is us- 


ing every means possible now to curb 
vandalism with parent observers, civil 
defense and police surveillance. "Al- 
though these measures have helped, they 
have not stopped severe incidents of van- 
dalism," she added. 


USING THE Docatur (111.) school dis- 


trict as an example she read a report 
showing vandalism dropped significantly 
when a reward system was announced. 


Board member Sherwood Spatz, who 


formed the parent observer corp, said 
the district Is not "out looking for kids' 
scalps. However we must also remember 
that those few youngsters who arc van- 
dalizing schools arc hurting the greater 
majority of students by their irrespon- 
sible action."

tractors, he added. 


THE CONTRACT originally promised 


completion by December. The school was 


to be occupied by January of 1974. 


Last month Davcr said he can't finish 


the work before April, 1974. 


"Now, Davcr, with only about 30 per 


cent of the work to complete, is request- 
ing yet another extension of almost a 
year to Oct. 24 ... 
ridiculous!" said 


Fishman. 


He said repeated meetings with the 


contractor and bonding house which 
guarantees the builder's performance 
were unsuccessful in convincing Davcr to 
hold to a schedule. 


"NOW I'M URGING the state to con- 


vince the bonding house they must find 
another contractor to finish the job," 
said Fishman. When Davcr bid for the 
work, the state accepted his low bid with 
the assurance from a bonding house that 
his performance would be guaranteed, he 
added. 


"Replacement of Davcr might mean a

Hoffman Estates village officials will 


not know until about Dec. 15 whether 
they will be ordered to allow the sale of 
beer within 250 feet of Hoffman Estates 
High School. 


That date was set as the deadline for 


attorneys for the village and Aurora Piz- 
za Hut Inc., to file written responses and 
documents with the Illinois Liquor Con- 
trol Commission. The commission will 
rule soon after receiving the material on 
Pizza Hut's appeal of the village board's 
refusal to authorize the license. 


The national pizza chain asked the 


board Oct. 1 to authorize the granting of 
a license to serve beer on the premises 
of a restaurant proposed for the corner 
of Glen Lake and Higgins roads In a 4-3 
decision, the board denied the request for 
the Class C license. 


The commission heard oral arguments 


on Pizza Hut's appeal Friday, over the 
objections of Village Atty. Edward Ho- 
fert. who maintained the village, and not 
a state agency, has sole authority to de- 
cide how many licenses it will issue. 


AFTER THE HEARING concluded, 


Hofert said he may ask Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court to re\erse Comr. Michael R. 
Berz's ruling that the commission docs 
luixe jurisdiction in the appeal. There 
would be no reason to appeal to county 
courts if the commission upholds the vil- 
lage decision, said Hofert.

With no 
number listed for Class C, the classifica- 
tion is open and license must be issued to 
any applicant meeting criterion estab- 
lished in state law, he said. 


If a number is specified, any qualified 


applicants must be granted licenses until 
that number is reached, and none may 
receive them after that number has been 
granted, he said.

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Villages may band together to keep Rob Roy open space 


Organizers of the effort to prevent 


apartment development of Rob Roy Golf 
Course have virtually given up hope of 
obtaining (eder.il fund/ lu htiy the litO- 
acre course. 


Instead, the Village of Mount Prospect, 


the River Trails Park District and five 
other area park districts plan to work 
together, possibly through a bond refer- 
cndum. to raise the Si) to $9 million pur- 
chase price. 


If that plan proves unfeasible. Mount 


Prospect officials indicated they would 
try to strike a bargain uith the proposed 
developer of the golf course. Kcnroy Inc., 
of Skokic, to allow some apartment con- 
struction while retaining the rest of the 
golf course as open space. 


The alternatives were dKcusscd Satur- 


day in a luncheon meeting of 28 persons 
representing the involved groups. 


Participating in the discussion were 


representatives of the villages of Arling- 
ton Heights, Mount Prospect and Wheel- 
ing, ami the DCS Plalnes, Mount Pros- 
pect, Prospect Heights, River Trails and 
Wheeling park districts. The Arlington 
Heights Park District previously had ex- 
pressed interest In the effort, but did not 
attend the meeting. 


ALSO PRESENT were staff members 


of U.S. Representatives Philip M. Crane, 
R-12th, and Samuel Young, R-10th, who 
said the congressmen are "firmly com- 
mitted" to keeping Rob Roy "green." 
The two Illinois senators, Charlos Percy 
and Adlai Stevenson, did not attend the 
meeting or send representatives, though 


both had been invited. 


Rob Roy Golf Course is bounded by 


Camp McDonald Road on the north, Eu- 
clid Avenue on the south. Wolf Road on 
the cast and Wheeling Road on the west. 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert D. Tci- 


chert, who chaired the meeting, noted at 
the outset that federal funds, which the 
gioups had been counting on most for 
financial assistance, are "very limited 
and, for practical purposes, not avail- 
able." 


Robert Jackson, president of the Mount 


Prospect Park District, agreed. "Wo 
might as well write off" federal and 
state monies, he said. 


Jackson suggested 
that 
the 
Mount 


Prospect, Prospect Heights and River 
Trails park districts consider merging to 


form a single large structure rather than 
approaching the problem individually. 


OTHER ALTERNATIVES discussed at 


the meeting: 


—Forming a corporation consisting of 


the various park districts and floating 
bonds to raise the necessary price to buy 
the land. 


—Opposing any development of the 


golf course, other than single family resi- 
dential, thus forcing Kcnroy to seek mul- 
ti-family zoning from Cook County. 


• Contacting state senators and repre- 


sentatives for their aid, though the likeli- 
hood of obtaining special legislation is 
slim, according to Roger A. Bjorvik, an 
attoincy for many of the park districts. 


None of the participating groups have 


made a financial commitment toward 


buying Rob Roy, though Tom Mahon of 
the DCS Plaines Park District said the 
question of how much each district will 
be expected to chip in is crucial. 


ALL OP THE park districts have en- 


dorsed the concept of keeping the golf 
course as open space, but some may not 
be able or willing to pay the price. 


It had been indicated earlier that if the 


full purchase price cannot be raised, the 
park districts may be willing to buy part 
of the golf course instead. 


The Mount Prospect Park District is 


the only park district in the group that 
currently operates its own golf course, 
though Des Plaines has a Par 3 course. 


Joint ownership and operation of Rob 


Roy by the various districts would allow 
residents of those park districts access to 
the course. 


Called 'absolutely urgent* 
Cab company seeks increase 
in rates for 3 communities 


The Prospect Cab Co. plans to seek 


rate hikes for its taxi service in Elk 
Grove Village, Mount Prospect and 
Wheeling. 


Robert Birks, president of the rom- 


pany said, "I hate to do it," but de- 
scribed the need for higher rates as "ab- 
solutely urgent" and "a matter of surviv- 
al." 


At the same time, however, he is plan- 


ning to offer cut rates to Mount Prospect 
senior citizens who travel in groups, 
through a program being set up with the 
village's senior citizens advisory council.

share a cab will be charged a maximum 
of SO cents each under the program, ten- 
tatively scheduled to begin around Dec. 
1. 


For regular customers in the three 


suburbs, the company is seeking a gener- 
al rate increase that would boost the cost 
of a five-mile cab ride from $3.45 to 
$4.05. 


CURRENTLY, RIDERS pay a 43-ccnt 


flat fee and an additional 60 cents per 
mile. The new rates would be 55 cents 
flat rate and 70 cents a mile. 


Birks blamed the need for higher rates 


on increased costs of gasoline and 
maintenance and increased wages. 


"Gas has gone up 4 cents a gallon in 


the last two months," he pointed out. 
"This whole business is fuel." 


Blrks said that in spite of a greater 


volume of business as more drivers are 
abandoning their cars in favor of cabs, 
he Is only breaking even in expenses. 


"My auditor says I have to do some- 


thing fast," he said. The request for a 
rate Increase is expected to be filed 
shortly. 


IN THE MEANTIME. Birks said he is 


considering setting up a "car pool" to 
transport commuters to and from the 
train station. A cab would pick up four or 
five residents of a neighborhood and take 
them to the depot each day for a flat 
rate of about 50 cents a person each way. 


Prospect Cab Co. operates 27 cabs in

time. "At worst jou would have two offi- 
cers in a car responding to a call." he 
said.

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Energy crisis may 
affect 


nation's recreation boom

Recreation and leisure activities will 


play a greater role In peoples' lives In 
the near future, especially In light of the 
energy crisis, said Joseph E. Curtis, past 
president of the American Park and Rec- 
reation Society during the Illinois Park 
and Recreation Conference last week at 
the Arlington Park Towers. 


Money-filled letters

Three letters with a total of W50 cash 


and $-141.89 in checks may have been sto- 
len from a mailbox at the Mount Pros- 
pect Holiday Inn, 200 E. Rand Rd., police 
paid.

Curtis on Friday addressed hundreds 


of delegates from park and recreation 
districts throughout the state and other 
recreation authorities and told them that 
recreation need not only be thought of as 
merely boys and girls playing in sand- 
boxes. 


"It also is activities like skiing at As- 


pen (Colo.), at retirement homes and 
ocean trips," he said, adding that recrea- 
tion keeps a person fit mentally and 
physically. 


PARKS AND RECREATION repre- 


sents $2.5 billion of the gross national 
product last year, Curtis said. However, 
nearly $250 billion, or one-fourth of the 
gross national product was generated 
from all forms of leisure, from fine 
wines to a family's second or third car. 


But in the next year, leisure will in- 


crease to one third of the gross nntlona! 
product or nearly $300 billion, he added. 


"The energy crisis will be a groat in- 


fluence in this," Curtis said, "money 
will become tight and the panic will go 
off. But history has shown us, like during 
the depression and war, that's when rec- 
reation got its greatest boost." 


CURTIS ALSO stressed that those in- 


volved in commercial recreation should 
not look at their work as merely a means 
of making money, but as adding good to 
the realm of recreation. 


Leisure activities include anything that 


a person pursues outside of work. It can 
include sports like bicycling, tennis and 
golf, or hobbles like sewing, stamp col- 
lecting or gardening. It can also be luxu- 
ries or fun, like going to the movies, buy- 
Ing an expensive bottle of wine or taking 
a Sunday drive in the country. 


Curtis cited several reasons why recre- 


ation will or need to increase: 


• A weakening family structure. "The 


family erosion is alarming," said Curtis. 
"The father goes on lots of business 
trips, the mother has lots of activities. 


• High mobility. "This does not mean 


we commute a lot.: It means that job 
seekers move around," he said. 


• Economics. "There's animated mon- 


ey. I know it docs sound strange, he said. 
"We have to read the finance pages of 
the paper to do our best economically." 
Curtis added people often have money to 
spend but don't always know how to 
spend it or spend wisely. 


Curtis also emphasized the importance 


of women and students in strengthlng the 
field of recreation. "Involve women 
more, they're not men with different bod- 
ies," he said. In many cases they are 
more creative, more sensitive and more 
humble than us staunch males. Young 
and old, they're valuable people.

Recreation and leisure activities will 


play a greater role In peoples' lives in 
the near future, especially in light of the 
energy crisis, said Joseph E. Curtis, past 
president of the American Park and Rec- 
reation Society during the Illinois Park 
and Recreation Conference last week at 
the Arlington Park Towers. 


Curtis on Friday addressed hundreds 


of delegate!) from park and recreation 
districts throughout the state and oilier 
recreation authorities and told them that 
recreation need not only be thought of as 
merely boys and gills playing in sand- 
boxes. 


"It also is activities like skiing at As- 


pen (Colo ), at retirement homes and 
ocean trips," he said, adding that recrea- 
tion keeps a person fit mentally and 
physically. 


PARKS AND RECREATION repre- 


sents S25 billion of the gloss national 
product last year, Curtis said. However, 
nearly $250 billion, or one-fourth of the 
gross national product was generated 
from all forms of leisure, from 
fine 


wines to a family's second or third car. 


But in the next year, leisure will in- 


crease to one third of the gross national 
product or nearly $300 billion, he added. 


"The energy crisis will be a great In- 


fluence in this," Curtis said, "money 
will become tight and thu panic will go 
off. But history has shown us. like duiing 
the depression and war, that's when rec- 
reation got its greatest boost." 


CURTIS ALSO stressed that those in- 


volved in commercial recreation should 
not look at their work as merely a means 
of making money, but as adding good to 
the realm of recreation. 


Leisure activities include anything that 


a person pursues outside of woik. It can 
Include sports like bicycling, tennis and 
golf, or hobbles like sewing, stamp col- 
lecting or gardening. It can also be luxu- 
ries or fun, like going to the movies, buy- 
ing an expensive bottle of wine or taking 
a Sunday drive in the country. 


Curtis cited several reasons why recre- 


ation will or need to Increase: 


• A wraKrning family structure. "The 


family erosion is alarming," said Curtis. 
"The father goes on lots of business 
trips, the mother has lots of activities. 


• High mobility. "This does not mean 


we commute a lot. It means that job 
seekers move around," he said. 


• Economics, "There's animated mon- 


ey. I know it docs sound strange, he said. 
"We have to read the finance pages of 
the paper to do our best economically." 
Curtis added people often have money to 
spend but don't always know how to 
spend it or spend uiscly. 


Curti.s also emphasized the importance 


of uomcn and students in strcngthing the 
field 
of recreation. 
"Involve women 


more, they're not men with different bod- 
ies," he said. In many cases they ate 
more creative, more sensitive and more 
humble than us staunch males. Young 
and old, they're valuable people.

out restaurant. The Area station at 
Northwest Highway and Dr)(Jcn Place 
will become a new home for Brown's 
Fried Chicken. 


But three other former stations — 


Marathon at 2I5 N. Arlington Heights 


lid.: Mobil at Kensington and Dryden 
and Suburban Gas at I-'O E. Northwest 
Hwy — still stand tcnantless.

Munscn says he has been checking with 
(he property owners but so far has been 
unable to turn up any plans for recycling 
the former automotive fuel feeders. 


Abandoned stations have not been a 


serious problem in Arlington Heights, but 
fuel shortages and persistent talk of 
gasoline rationing may team up to wor- 
sen the situation. 


"There's no doubt about it, rationing Is 


hound to have an effect on station clos- 
ings. Volume is the life blood of the ser- 
vice station business and If the volume is 
cut significantly, some of these stations 
arc bound to suffer," says Philip Gian- 
.fortune, treasurer of the Gasoline Retai- 
lers of Metropolitan Chicago. 


The number of closings will depend on 


the extent and effectiveness of the 
rationing. Independent dealers such as 
Suburban Gas, would be hardest hit but 
even dealers pumping major brands are

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Airport bus service suspended 


The Continental Air Transport Co., 


which operates bus service along 
Northwest Highway to and 
from 


O'Haro Airport, will suspend service 
to this area Indefinitely Thursday be- 
cause of a dlesol fuel shortage. 


John Connolly, director of sales 


and service, sold the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission Friday approved 
the bus route cuts that will eliminate 
the B a.m. service originating dally 
from Harrington and the 5:30 p.m. 
dally service from the airport. 


"During the (energy) crisis, we've 


been trying to get additional fuel... 


but it doesn't look like we'll get 
any," he said. He added that Conti- 
nental's bus service also has been 
cut back In Milwaukee and Joliet. 


The bulk of the company's business 


is from Chicago's Loop to the air- 
port, and Connolly said this route 
will continue.

Indication when an increased fuel 
supply would be available and he 
said ho could not speculate on when 
the Northwest suburban route might 
be rescheduled. 


Villages may unite 
to keep Rob Roy 
as open space 


Organizers of the effort to prevent 


apartment development of Rob Roy Golf 
Course have virtually given up hope of 
obtaining federal funds to buy the 180- 
aero course. 


Instaad, the Village of Mount Prospect, 


the River Trails Park District and five 
other area park districts plan to work 
together, possibly through a bond refer- 
endum, to raise the $8 to $9 million pur- 
chase price. 


If that plan proves unfeasible, Mount 


Prospect officials Indicated they would 
try to strike n bargain with the proposed 
developer of the golf course, Kcnroy Inc., 
of Skokle, to allow some apartment con- 
struction whllo retaining the rest of the 
golf courso as open space. 


The alternatives were discussed Satur- 


day In a luncheon meeting of 28 persons 
representing the Involved groups. 


Participating In the discussion were 


representatives of the villages of Arling- 
ton Heights, Mount Prospect and Wheel- 
Ing, and the DCS Plalncs, Mount Pros- 
pect, Prospect Heights, River Trails and 
Wheeling park districts. The Arlington 
Heights Park District previously had ex- 
pressed Interest In the effort, but did not 
attend the meeting. 


ALSO PRESENT were staff members 


of U.S. Representatives Philip M. Crone, 
R-lZth, and Samuel Young, R-lOth, who 
said the congressmen arc "firmly com- 
mitted" to keeping Rob Roy "green." 
The two Illinois senators, Charles Percy 
and Adlat Stevenson, did not attend the 


meeting or send representatives, though 
both had been invited. 


Rob Roy Golf Course Is bounded by 


Camp McDonald Road on the north, Eu- 
clid Avenue on the south, Wolf Road on 
the cast aid Wheeling Road on the west. 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert D. Tci- 


chert, who chaired the meeting, noted at 
the outset that federal funds, which the 
groups had been counting on most for 
financial assistance, are "very limited 
and, for practical purposes, not avail- 
able." 


Robert Jackson, president of the Mount 


Prospect Park District, agreed. "We 
might as well write off" federal and 
state monies, he said. 


Jackson suggested that the Mount 


Prospect, Prospect Heights and River 
Trails park districts consider merging to 
form a single large structure rather than 
approaching the problem individually. 


OTHER ALTERNATIVES discussed at 


the meeting: 


—Forming a corporation consisting of 


the various park districts and floating 
bonds to raise the necessary price to buy 
the land. 


—Opposing any development of the 


golf course, other than single family resi- 
dential, thus forcing Kenroy to seek mul- 
ti-family zoning from Cook County. 


• Contacting state senators and repre- 


sentatives for their aid, though the likeli- 
hood of obtaining special legislation Is 
slim, according to Roger A. Bjorvik, an 
attorney for many of the park districts. 


Fumes that hospitalized 
family traced to auto 


Tests conducted by the Arlington 


Heights Police Department last week In- 
dicate the carbon monoxide fumes that 
hospitalized the Richard Hansen family 
may have come from the family car 
being run Inside the garage. 


According to police reports, Hansen 


was warming his car engine Inside the 
garage for about 10 minutes Tuesday 
night before going to bed. He reportedly 
told police he had experienced engine 
trouble recently. 


Police said a cold air exchange vent 


from the garage to the house was about 
two feet away from the car's exhaust 
pipe. According to police tests, high car- 
bon monoxide readings were produced in 
the house after running the car for ten 
minutes inside the garage. Police said 
the level of the fumes continued to rise 
half an hour after the engine was shut 
off. 


HOLLY IIANSEN, 19, was In serious 


condition yesterday at Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital. She had been In a coma 
following the accident Tuesday, but her 


condition improved from critical to 
serious during the weekend. 


Her parents, Richard and Lois, were 


listed In fair condition, and Laurie, 14, 
and Richard Jr., 12, were both In serious 
but Improving condition yesterday. Wen- 
dy, 18, was released from the hospital 
Friday. 


AU members of the family were found 


unconscious In their home at 510 S. 
C l e v e l a n d Avc., Arlington Heights 
Wednesday afternoon. Police said Wendy 
regained consciousness long enough to 
telephone for help. 


Air samples taken In the house shortly 


after the family was discovered report- 
edly found traces of carbon monoxide, 
but not enough to cause sickness, author- 
ities said. 


The family cat was also found dead in 


the house. According to toxologlsts from 
Forest Hospital, DCS Plalncs, tests 
showed the animal died of carbon mono- 
xide poisoning.

Buffalo Grove High School, after one term of use, gets dedicated 


Unlike a sailing ship, which Is christen- 


ed before It goes to sea, Buffalo Grove 
High School was dedicated Sunday after 
being in operation for a full quarter. 


But the fact that the school's 1,300 


freshmen, sophomores and juniors had 
already received their first term's report 
cards did not appear to dim the pride or 
excitement of school officials, students or 
parents at the ceremonies Sunday. 


Several hundred persons gathered In the 


high school gymnasium for the dedica- 
tion ceremonies, which were followed by 
an open house and tours of the new build- 
ing. 


In addition, the crowd heard High 


School Dlst. 214 Supt. Edward Gilbert an- 
nounce that Buffalo Grove will probably 
be the last Dist. 214 school to be built in 
the next several years. Buffalo Grove is 
Dlst. 214's eighth high school. Six of the 
district's schools have been opened since 
1964. 


"WITH OUR PRESENT declining rate 


of growth," Gilbert said, "it appears that 
our needs for new schools have been met 
for several years to come. Buffalo Grove 
High School will enjoy the distinction of 
being the newest school in Dlst. 214 long- 


er than many of its predecessors." 


The crowd also heard Theresa Ann Or- 


ton, student council president for the new 
school, declare that "We take great pride 
in our school," adding, "We will estab- 
lish the traditions for other students to 
follow and surpass." 


Guest speaker for the dedication was 


Lowell Fisher, former chairman of the 
North Central Association, a school ac- 
crediting group, and former principal of 
the high school where Buffalo Grove's 
P r i n c i p a l Clarence Miller attended 
school. Fisher commended officials of 


Dist. 214 and its taxpayers for the new 
building which, he said, "was designed 
not only for today's curricula, but for 
programs and students." 


Following the ceremonies, as tours of 


the school progressed, students quickly 
took over the job of guiding their parents 
through the building, whether they had 
been designated official guides or not.

apt to feel a rationing pinch, he said. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS Building Di- 


rector Marty Munsen says he has been 
trying for several weeks to determine the 
fate of the village's three abandoned sta- 
tions. 


The hunt begins with a title search to 


determine the property owner — it is not 
always an oil company — and his future 
intentions, if any, for the property. 


Unless the stations present an obvious 


health or safety hazard, they probably 
cannot simply be condemned, although 
Munsen said ho is still exploring other 
legal levers that could be applied. 


So far, he said, he has been unable to 


learn definite plans for any of the three 
stations. 


Since 1965 most service stations built in 


Arlington Heights have required a spe- 
cial-use permit in addition to appropriate 
business zoning. 


A proviso of the special-use permit 


gives the village the power to tear down 
stations that are abandoned for more 
than 60 days. 


However all three of the currently 


closed stations were in existence before 
the special use conditions were adopted. 


A SPOKESMAN for the Standard Oil 


Company in Chicago said that while a 
service station is almost always identi- 
fied with an oil company, the company 
often may not actually own cither the 
property or the building. 


Standard, for example, leases some of 


Its station buildings from the original 
builder and then sub-leases them to local 
dealers. 


Carl Meyerdirk, also of Standard Oil, 


said he thought there was a greater risk 
of closings during recent gasoline price 
wars than there might be from a 
moderate ration system. 


"Until we know what the ration pro- 


gram might be it is really impossible to 
predict what affect it will have on the 
dealers. If volume is cut badly, it prob- 
ably will affect some service station op- 
erations, though," he said. 


A STANDARD OIL, study of abandoned 


stations in and around Detroit, found that 
station buildings could be converted to a 


variety of other businesses Including, 
fast-food outlets, a meat market and real 
estate offices, Meyerdirk said. 


"It of course depends on location and 


whether anyone is willing to put some 
money into remodeling." 


So far, Arlington Heights has not been 


cursed with a real service station shut- 
down problem. But the likelihood of new 
fuel restraints may signal some drastic 
changes that will make the darkened, 
white-tiled oases for the automobile a far 
too common village landmark. 
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
